Tie difficulty at Columbus Barracks concerning the at- 
iem:. to compel attendance at religious service appears to 
have been settled by transferring to another post Sergeant 
Lyu 4, who refused to obey an order he believed inter- 
fere| with his religious liberty. Lieut. Col. Edwin F. 
Gleva, in command at Columbus Barracks, is reported as 
saying in discussing his action in ordering the attendance 
of diers at religious services: “I regret very much 
tha: such an incident should be the cause of bringing our 
lit:': depot into the limelight through the public press. I 
have always admired the patriotic attitude and teachings 
of tue Catholie priesthood, and would like to have all re- 
cruiis given some practical talks along such lines and gen- 
crally be given some moral instruction. From a careful 
observation at this depot for nearly two years, I cannot 
think of anything that will be more useful or really valu- 
able to us than well regulated religious teachings. I am 
opposed to interference with religious teaching generally. 
1 aim not trying to enforce any particular form of Chris- 
tian teaching upon anyone.” ‘There is a precedent for 
Colouel Glenn in the history of the Army which might 
have been of service to him had he been familiar with it. 
We had in the Army in former years an officer named 
Gusiavus Loomis, who was graduated from the Military 
Academy in 1815, was retired in 1863, and died in 1872. 
When Loomis was colonel ‘of the 5th Infantry, in 1851, 
he jnterested himself in the religious instruction of the 
soldiers under his command. He had them paraded and 
asked that the Catholics who were willing to accept an in- 
\itation to attend mass should step out of the ranks and 
fall in for church service. He then extended the same 
invitation to the Protestants to attend their church. The 
unregenerate, who did not care to go to chureh at all, 
were next lined up and ordered to listen to the reading of 
the Army Regulations until the recall from church was 
sounded, In this way they received wholesome instruc- 
tion in their military duties and learned at the same time 
that ‘here were performances more tedious than the at- 
tendance upon religious worship, which is recommended 
by the Regulations.

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It cppears that Colonel Glenn submitted the following 
question to the War Department: “Is an order directing 
asoldicr of a command by the commanding officer thereof 
fo att-ud divine worship in a church in which he was 
hrough: up and who has not conscientious scruples against 
attending such services so manifestly illegal as to warrant 
sich soldier in deliberately violating the same?’ Judge 
Advocite General Davis has written a most interesting 
opinion in reply to this question. He calls attention to 
the fac: that Congress is forbidden, by the First Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, to make any law “respecting an 
(stablispment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” Officers and enlisted men of the line and staff 
of the Army, says General Davis, have never been re- 
quired {o attend religious service. ‘The case of cadets at 


| the Military Academy stands upon somewhat of a differ- 


ent footing, which it is not necessary to discuss in the 
Present connection. “I must therefore conclude,” General 
Davis « ntinues, “that while a post commander may law- 
fully issue such orders as he may deem necessary to se- 
Cure a proper observance of the Sabbath, it is not compe- 
‘ent for him to require officers and enlisted men to attend 
divine service, or to promulgate instructions in respect to 
the observance of the Day, which are in excess of, or con- 
‘rary to the requirements of the 52d Article of War. As 
an incident of his authority as post commander, however, 
he may require those who attend divine services to form 
ita designated time and place and to march to and from 
the place where services are to be held, in a proper mili- 
‘ary manner, He may also require an officer or non-com- 
Missioned officer to supervise such formation, to march 
the command to and from chapel and to maintain order 
during the progress of the services. Such an order does 
oat Tequire the officer or non-commissioned officer who re- 
Celves it to take part in the worship, but only to see that 


the requirements of the article are observed by those who 
voluntarily attend. The case is similar to that of an offi- 
cer or non-commissioned officer who commands the escort 
and firing party at a military funeral, in which the re- 
quirements of the Drill Regulations provide for a partial 
participation in the religious service of interment. It 
cannot be denied that an order detailing an officer to such 
a duty is a lawful order, notwithstanding the fact that 
the burial service may be conducted by a clergyman of an- 
ether denomination.” 





Now that Congress has wisely provided for the needed 
reorganization and increase of the Artillery Corps, we 
hope it may be persuaded to go a step further and act 
affirmatively upon a matter of scarcely less importance 
to the efficiency of the Artillery arm. Under the Act of 
Feb. 23, 1873, officers detailed as instructors in ordnance 
and the science of gunnery and in practical engineering 
at the Military Academy are entitled to the pay of major, 
and it is held that the same pay should be given to offi- 
cers in charge of departments of instruction at the Ar- 
tillery School and the School of Submarine Defense. 
Brig. Gen. Arthur Muriay, U.S.A., Chief of Artillery, 
made a recommendation to this effect in his recent an- 
nual report and supported it with an argument of unde- 
niable force. “It is within the limits of exact statement,” 
he declared, “to say that the instructors in charge of the 
departments of instruction at the Artillery School and 
School of Submarine Defense must possess as high quali- 
fications as those who act as instructors of the branches 
named at the Military Academy. What has been said of 
these two schools applies equally, it is thought, to the 
heads of departments of other Service schools for offi- 
cers. Indeed, it is considered by many that the develop- 
ment of the post graduate Service schools during recent 
years has placed the character of the instruction given 
and its importance, as measured by its bearing on mili- 
tary efficiency, above that given at the under-graduate 
school. The instruction at the post graduate Service 
schools is strictly technical and is imparted to all offi- 
cers, whether they have entered the Service from the 
Military Academy, from the ranks, or directly from civil 
life. Officers who are fitted to act as instructors at 
these post-graduate schools must be of the very highest 
type, both as to their technical knowledge and practical 
expertness. It is of first importance that the work at 
these Service schools be maintained at the highest point 
of efficiency and kept abreast of developments in the 
world of military science. If the best men are to seek 
these positions they should be made at least as attractive 
as those of a similar nature at West Point, where the 
students are younger and the work of the instructor no 
more important or difficult.” 





No recent utterance on military subjects from civilian 
sources has gained heartier or more general approval than 
the letter of Hon. Andrew D. White in the ARMy AND 
Navy JounNAL of Jan. 5, urging that a course in mili- 
tary training be made compulsory in all American col- 
leges. In that letter Doctor White pointed out that mili- 
tary training not only contributes to the development of 
good citizenship and gives its possessor a marked advan- 
tage in the competitions of life, but tends to broaden and 
dignify the interests of education in general. The ex- 
pression of Dr. White’s opinions on this important ques- 
tion has elicited commendation from gentlemen of distine- 
tion in military and educational life. Among them we 
are particularly impressed with a letter from Dr. Gold- 
win Smith, of Canada, one of the foremost of living edu- 
cators, and honorary professor of English and Constitu- 
tional History at Cornell. In this letter, which appears 
in the Cornell Era, Doctor Smith says—and his words 
are doubly significant in that they come from a friendly 
foreigner: “I cannot help expressing my pleasure on 
finding that military drill is not to be abolished at Cor- 
nel]. Military training is and always is likely to be in- 
dispensable to those who are charged with the defense 
of public order and the defense of the commonwealth. I 
always advocated it at Oxford. In our case it was the 
sinister attitude of the French Emperor that produced a 
national call to arms. In your case, there is no special 
call, but there is a general and permanent necessity. You 
are receiving a vast inflow of alien immigration, some of 
them from questionable sources. Apparently you feel 
unable to close your gates. Your great cities will soon be 
hardly American. A large and increasing number of im- 
migrants now bring with them from the scenes of polit- 
ical and social conflict in Europe tendencies adverse to 
the principles of American civilization. At more than 
one point there has been disturbance arising from that 
source. It is surely to be desired that at the critical mo- 
ment calling for military action in defense of public order 
the republic should feel safe under the protection not only 
of paid soldiery, but of her loyal citizens at large.” 
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Acting under orders from the President, the War De- 
partment will give immediate consideration to the appli- 
cations for re-enlistment of those soldiers who belonged 
to the battalion of the 25th Infantry, which was dis- 
charged as a result of the Brownsville affray. Out of the 
one hundred and sixty-seven enlisted men who were given 
their discharge under the President’s order only about 
twenty have thus far actually made application for re-en- 
listment. Of this number some four or five have person- 
ally gone te Washington and been to the War Department 
to plead their respective cases. Judge Advocate General 
Davis of the Army has been instructed by the Secretary 
of War io give these men individual hearings and an op- 
portunity to submit what evidence they may have showing 





‘ known 
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that they were not only not participants in the Browns- 
ville riot, but had no knowledge of who the guilty parties 
were. ‘The Department will insist that the burden of 
proof remain on the discharged soldiers, in accordance 
with the President’s statement, and no men will be taken 
back into the Service who are not able to prove their in- 
nocence. Major L. E. Goodier, Judge Advocate Gener- 
al’s Department, will take testimony at Fort Sill., Okla., 
of those soldiers in that vicinity who have applied for re- 
enlistment. ‘The trial of Major C. W. Penrose, who com- 
manded the discharged battalion of the 25th Infantry, 
will begin on Feb. 4. Lieut. Col. E. F. Glenn, 5th Inf., 
will act as counsel for Major Penrose.

Brig. Gen. Henry L. Abbot, U.S.A., an engineer offi- 
cer of great ability and broad experience, publishes an 
article on the hydrology of the Chagres river in the 
George Washington University Bulletin, in which he con- 
tends that the difficulties to be overcome in adapting the 
Chagres to the use of the Panama Canal have been con- 
siderably exaggerated. In his opinion few better ex- 
amples can be found to illustrate how great engineering 
works of the present day may demand elaborate investi- 
gation of physical phenomena and the application of 
laws and refined methods of research before 
forming plans and entering upon actual construction. 
Since the catastrophe of M. de Lesseps’, to whom such 
information was lacking, the physics and hydraulies of 
the Chagres river have been under close study for six- 
teen years. The accumulated data are probably more 
complete than for any river of its size in the United 
States, and its tropical peculiarities of basin and climate, 
while adding certain local difficulties, eliminate important 
complications encountered in conducting such investiga- 
tions in more temperate regions. “In the days of the 
contest over the proper route to select for the canal,” 
says General Abbot, ‘“‘wild statements were made ‘about 
the ungovernable floods of the Chagres. The truth is 
that they are less so than those of some of our own 
streams now under improvement. For example, the 
Warrior river and its affluent the Black Warrior, in 
Alabama, have shown at Tuscaloosa an oscillation of 
sixty-seven feet with a rise of twenty feet in four hours. 
Such extremes have never been approached by the 
Chagres. In conclusion it may be said that the domi- 
nating element in deciding what type of canal should be 
adopted at the Isthmus of Panama is neither more nor 
less than this excentric little river; and that the long 
years that have been devoted to its study have been well 
expended. They have made certainly known that all 
which is ‘required is a judicious system of regulation by 
well understood engineering methods. Had this knowl- 
edge been available at the inauguration of the work un- 
der M. de Lesseps, hundreds of millions would have been 
saved.”

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* What Great Britain would do in case her ally, Japan, 
should become involved in war with the United States is 
a matter of considerable speculation. in Canada as well 
as in this country. Many thoughtful Canadians are of 
the opinion that if Great Britain should join hands with 
Japan in such a struggle Canada might easily become 
the great battleground of the war, a prospect which is 
distinctly distasteful to our northern neighbors. In the 
course of a thoughtful discussion of this matter our ex- 
cellent contemporary, the Canadian Military Gazette, 
remarks: “That Canada should be made the battle- 
ground of such a struggle, simply because the United 
States had offended Japanese pride, or less simply be- 
cause Japan coveted what the Republic held in the 
Orient, seems absurd, or would seem so but for the exis- 
tence of a treaty, an explicit term of which might at 
any time bring just such a state of things about. With 
her immense frontier adjoining the. United States; with 
her million sons within its boundaries; with the hundreds 
of thousands of Americans coming into Canada to settle 
her waste places and develop her great natural resources, 
this country has a right to be heard. At the coming 
colonial conference our representatives could not do a 
better stroke for the Empire as a whole, and for Canada 
in particular, than quietly but firmly to urge such a 
modification of Clause 2 as would place the whole of 
America beyond the sphere of its operations.” 





The Navy needs a Hospital Corps of not less than one 
thousand men for the proper care of the sick and injured 
of the Navy. To secure the men required the Naval Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery asks for the passage of the 
bills now on the calendar of the House, No. 12846, and 
the corresponding bill, S. 2206, now before the Naval 
Committee of the Senate. ‘The increase in the warrant 
grade ef the Hospital Corps proposed by this bill would 
encourage the most desirable hospital stewards to re-enlist, 
and the authorization of the grade of chief pharmacist 
would give pharmacists the opportunity, now enjoyed by 
boatswains, gunners, carpenters, and warrant machinists, 
of promotion to the lowest commissioned grade. As it is 
now, a large number of the Hospital Corps refuse to re- 
enlist and the Navy thus loses the service of many de- 
sirable men who have had four years’ training and ex- 
perience. While the demand for men of the Hospital 
Corps has increased, their number has decreased. There 
is a shortage of thirty in the hospital stewards, twenty-six 
in the apprentice, first class, and 156 in the apprentices, 
not allowing for the commissioning of new ships or pro- 
viding for exigencies. It is estimated that the total in- 
creased expense resulting from the passage of the bill 
would be $37,850, 
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Commenting upon the remarks of Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Funston, U.S.A., on the subject of Army pay, which ap- 
peared in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL last week, the 
San Francisco Chronicle says: “The General looks at 
the matter from the wrong standpoint. The Army is not 
an economic factor and is, therefore, not subject to the 
laws of competition, The soldier's calling ought to be 
made attractive enough to fill the ranks without the stim- 
ulus of high pay; if that cannot be done, and it is deemed 
necessary to maintain a big standing Army, it should be 
recruited in the same fashion as the armies of other coun- 
tries, or the country will become bankrupt trying to main- 
tain it.’ The views of our California contemporary are 
interesting but not convincing. ‘Take, for example, the 
proposition that the Army is not subject to the laws of 
competition. That is true in that the Army does compete 
with other large bodies of organized employees, public or 
private. But in recruiting for its service the Army is di- 
rectly subject to the laws of competition, being obliged to 
compete on a low pay schedule against civilian employers 
who are enabled to offer much higher wages for men of 
the desired quality. ‘This competition is becoming more 
and more difficult for the Army, for the reason that under 
present conditions many young men enter the Service 
and undergo a thorough training, technical and otherwise, 
which, at the end of one or two enlistment periods, en- 
ables them to quit the colors and obtain employment in 
civilian vocations at double or treble the rate of Army 
pay. We heartily concur in the opinion that ‘the soldier’s 
calling ought to be attractive enough to fill the ranks 
without the stimulus of high pay,” and only regret that 
our esteemed contemporary failed to explain how it should 
be done, In war it always can be, for then the American 
soldier has no thought of anything but the honor of the 
nation. In peace, however—and ‘the Army is maintained 
in peace chiefly as a safeguard against foreign or domes- 
tic disturbance—the Government is compelled by existing 
law to invite robust, enterprising, young men to join the 
Army with a definite understanding on their part that 
they must sacrifice the opportunities of obtaining better- 
paid employment in the competitive enterprises of civil 
life. As a matter of fact, “the stimulus of high pay” is 
not needed to make the soldier’s calling sufficiently at- 
tractive to fill the ranks. The Army does not ask for high 
pay, but it believes and its friends believe that it is at 
least entitled to moderate pay adjusted on a basis con- 
forming to existing business conditions and with due re- 
gard for the compensation given to individuals of relative- 
ly the same abilities in civilian vocations. It is difficult 
to make the soldier’s calling attractive in time of peace. 
The routine, both mental and physical, is arduous and 
monotonous. ‘The soldier is required to perform a consid- 
erable amount of strictly non-military labor; his privi- 
leges are necessarily more restricted than those of his bet- 
ter-paid civilian neighbor; his means of recreation are 
fewer, his hours of leisure are shorter and his responsi- 
bilities to his employer, unlike those of his civilian friend, 
bear upon him twenty-four hours every day. In view of 
these conditions, it will be granted that the need of some- 
thing to make his calling more attractive is real and ur- 
gent. Whether that something shall be such an increase 
in pay as will convince him that the nation considers him 
worthy of his hire, or whether it shall be the enactment 
of laws restoring the canteen privilege and giving him 
the right of retirement after twenty-five years’ service, 
must be determined by our grave and reverend statesmen 
in Congress, who have generously but properly voted 
themselves a fifty per cent. increase in salaries. We 
confess, however, that we should be pleased to know how 
the San Francisco Chronicle would increase the attrac- 
tiveness of the soldier’s calling without increasing his 
pay. If there is any secret process whereby that can be 
done it should be at once disclosed in the interest of econ- 
omy and military efficiency. 
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M. Menchikoff, an eminent Russian writer on interna- 
tional politics, published an article in the Novoe Vremya, 
of St. Petersburg, on Aug. 5, 1906, certain portions of 
which are of present interest because of the recent dis- 
turbance in the relations between Japan and the United 
States. M. Menchikoff contends that England will not 
profit by her alliance with Japan, that she is vulnerable 
in India, that she is less prepared for war than the Unit- 
ed States, and that if Japan continues the Pan-Asiatic 
propaganda five or six years longer its effects will be felt 
as far away as Calcutta. Turning to the Pacific, M. 
Menchikoff declares that the acquisition of Hawaii and 
the Philippines by the United States has been a stagger- 
ing blow to Japan, she having regarded all those islands 
as her very own, and by securing them she would have 
established an outlet for her surplus population for at 
lease half a century. “As Carthage was to Rome,” says 
M. Menchikoff, “‘so is the United States a threatening 
cloud to Japan. America is on all sides a burden to the 
Rising Sun; it will shackle its trade, its manufactures, 
its colonizing. When she accepted the mediation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Japan hoped it would be in her own favor. 
This hope proved vain. Japan would never have been sat- 
isfied with one-half the island of Saghalien had not Mr. 
Roosevelt insisted. The stream of telegrams projected by 
this President on the Emperor of Japan, the head of the 
most ancient of dynasties, was almost offensive in its in- 
discretion. The Japanese have long memories. Just as 
they never forgave Russia for having stopped them in 
their war with China, so will they never forgive the 
Americans for having wrested their triumphs in Man- 
churia. By occupying Hawaii and the Philippines, the 
United States has despoiled the Empire of the Rising Sun 
of its most precious heritage. Why should Japan wait 


until the same fate shall have befallen the Sunda Isl- 
ands?’ 
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Inasmuch as the present Congress will probably take 
no action on Seéretary Taft’s recommendation that an 
agricultural bank be established in the Philippines as a 
means of relieving the financial needs of farmers by pro- 
viding them with small loans, another measure has been 
introduced in the House which seeks to accomplish 
the same object. This bill authorizes the Philippine 
government to loan to agriculturists a fund equal 
in amount to the net seignorage profit that will accrue 
from the recoinage of the old silver coin in the islands. 
The United States Government recently decided that the 
silver coin now in use in the archipelago should be re- 
coined on a scale whereby its bullion value shall be some- 
what reduced, and it is estimated that this process will re- 
sult in a profit of about $6,000,000 for the government. 
This profit, it is held, should be loaned in moderate sums 
to farmers to enable them to purchase implements and 
animals, erect fences and buildings and increase the area 
of their cultivated lands, such loans to be secured by 
liens on the crops of the borrower. This bill would serve 
as an acceptable substitute for the bill to establish an 
agricultural bank, and its enactment would do much to 
relieve the disheartening conditions which now bear so 
heavily upon farming industries throughout the archipel- 
ago. The measure would impose no burden upon either 
the United States or the government of the Philippines, 
and inasmuch as it would relieve a situation in the isl- 
ands which is at once distressing to the natives and peril- 
ous to American interests, but the policy of loaning public 
money upon such security is very questionable. 





Lieut. Col. George P. Scriven, U.S.A., Chief Signal 
Officer, Department of the East, believes that within 
certain limits the automobile will prove increasingly use- 
ful for military purposes. He states that the automobiles 
now in use in our Army have proved satisfactory in a 
general way, especially in signal work in connection with 
maneuvers, but that the idea of using them in transport- 
ing troops in a country like this, with its poor roads 
and great distances, is preposterous. ‘The automobile 
will hardly replace any of the engines of war now in 
use, but in Colonel Scriven’s opinion it will become more 
and more valuable in the work of the signal service. 
“We want cars of simple construction and powerful 
make,’ he goes on to say in an interview published in 
the New York Evening Post. “They do not have to be 
exceptionally speedy. We would rather have cars that 
run steadily and normally and are good, consistent hill- 
climbers. A great difficulty we have to contend with is 
the securing of good men to drive cars. We have to use 
enlisted men, and they are not generally intelligent 
enough to thoroughly understand one of the more com- 
plicated designs. The day may come when we will have 
an automobile section, as we have a balloon section. And 
that reminds me of another use the motor-car can be put 
to. It can tow the balloons around. We have always used 
horse and wagon.” 


Lieut. Roger Derby Black, C.E., U.S.A., in an article 
on target practice, which appears in the Journal of the 
Military Service Institution, contends that any man 
whose eyes are sound and who is free from all chronic 
nerve disorders can make a good marksman of himself 
if he will only try, all that is needed being hard, per- 
sistent, intelligent work. It is of the first importance, 
however, that men striving for proficiency shall be 
thoroughly interested in the undertaking, and it is the 
duty of officers to encourage the spirit of enthusiasm 
among them. “In shooting, more than in almost all 
other fields of endeavor,’ Lieutenant Black goes on to 
say, “practice and all other work will be barren of re- 
sults unless entered into willingly and earnestly by 
everyone. Of course, the greatest obligation rests on the 
instructor, to make his teaching as interesting and as 
little tedious as possible; but the best of instructors will 
fail unless every man in the company is determined to 
win a badge, or at any rate to do everything in his power 
for the success of the organization. This determination 
must be strong enough not only to keep up his interest 
in the daily work, but also to enable him to make such 
self-denials as are necessary to keep him in proper physi- 
cal trim during the entire time on the range. Good 
shooting cannot be forced into a man who is antagonis- 
tic to the operation or merely passive about it. His 
hearty co-operation must first be won, and then wonders 
are possible.” 
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F. T. Bowles, the former head of the Naval Bureau of 
Construction, has sent out a circular letter addressed 
“To my fellow members, associates and juniors of the 
Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers,” in 
which he says: “I appealed to you just a year ago to 
take up with your member of Congress the Gallinger 
Shipping Bill for the development of the American Mer- 
chant Marine and Foreign Commerce. ‘The effect of 
your prompt compliance with my request was immediate 
and considerable. ‘The Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries of the House of Representatives has now 
favorably reported a bill for the establishment of mail 
lines under liberal contracts to South America, the 
Orient and Australia: This policy has received the 
endorsement of representative business men throughout 
the United States and in the Foreign Commerce Conven- 
tion in Washington. While the prospects for the pas- 





sage of the bill are good, it is of the utmost importance 
that every member of Congress should immediately hear 
from his constituents who favor the passage of this 
bill. I ask you, therefore, to immediately communicate 
with your members of Congress requesting his active co- 
operation in the passage of this bill. While its provisions 
are by no means all that could be desired, it is a measure 
we can all heartily support.”

Apropos to the recent incident in Jamaica, in which 
Rear Admiral Charles H. Davis, U.S.N., in return for 
his prompt and generous efforts to relieve the victims 
of a frightful disaster, was treated with vulgar discour- 
tesy by the Governor General of the island, Mr. James 
N. Douglas, Chief Master at Arms, U.S.S. Tennessce, 
writes from the League Island Navy Yard to the New 
York Sun as follows: “In January, 1885, I served in the 
United States steamship Iroquois, then lying at Auck- 
iand, N.Z. A fire started in some lumber yards about mid 
night. The then Captain (the late Rear Admiral) Yat 
Stirling did not wait for any elaborate invitation, bu: 
landed fifty bluejackets, who were extremely useful i: 
taking shipping out in stream, unbending sails from yes 
sels which could not readily be moved, taking furnitur 
and valuables from houses in the immediate vicinity o: 
the fire district. The assistance rendered was considered 
so valuable by the people of the city that the official, 
corresponding to our Board of Aldermen passed a resolu 
tion thanking the Captain and praising the work of the 
crew and presented the ship with a framed engrossed 
copy of their resolution. This was in striking contras‘ 
to the unmannerly, beggarly conduct of the person o| 
the picturesque Dickens name.”

Lieut. George C. Lewis, 18th 
recognizing the sight on the 1905 model Springfield rite 
as “the best sight ever placed on a military arm in the 
United States,” contends that it can be made still bettor 
by certain changes.

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COLONEL HOWZE’S WORK AT WEST POINT. 


Describing the practical instruction of the West Point 
cadets in the field in Leslie’s Weekly for January 17, 


" Capt. M. B. Stewart, U.S.A., Department of Tactics, 


U.S. Military Academy, says: 

“Every detail is studied carefully in advance, with 
the idea of making the march and the maneuvers models 
of their kind. The sham battle element is rigorously 
eliminated by comprehensive rules strictly enforced by 
:mpires. Every move is just what would be seen in the 
presence of an enemy. The camp sites selected are the 
most typical to be obtained, and the sanitary features of 
ihe camp are strictly observed. Officers of the depart- 
ment of tactics go over the route in advance, selecting 
these sites and at the same time deciding on the ground 
io be used for exercises and maneuvers, so that when the 
\ittle army leaves the post for its week in the field, 
verything moves with clock-like precision and absence 
confusion. In order to demonstrate the use of all 
arms of the service in the maneuvers, the corps of cadets 
is organized into six companies of infantry, two troops 
of eavalry, a battery of field artillery, and a detachment 
f mountain artillery, all of which are commanded in 

im by members of the first class. In this way each of 
he prospective young officers acquires experience in the 
command of each arm of the service, and at the same 

me a comprehensive idea of how the different arms 
work together in war. 

“Although a comparative innovation, having been in- 
augurated only last year by the present commandant of 
cs dets, Col. Robert L. Howze, this work has reached a 
high state of development. Commenting upon it, the 
inspector detailed by the War Department to observe a 
part of the work said: ‘No mistake was made in the 
selection of Capt. Robert L. Howze to be commandant 
of cadets. A practical soldier himself, with varied field 
experience, he has given special attention to the practical 
ficld training of cadets, and the results of his sensible 
methods are manifest. The West Point. graduate will 
not be dependent on the old sergeant when he takes out 
. detachment. The cadets are familiar with the cam- 
paign hat, service togs, and field kit. They learn what 
it is to hike and to carry a pack. The conduct of the 
march for all arms, patrolling, sketching and reconnais- 
sance, packing and field work generally, are not learned 
from books.’ 

‘When this little army marched out of the post it was 
stripped to fighting trim. Each cadet carried the regula- 
tion equipment of the Infantry or Cavalry soldier. In 
his haversack and roll were stored the mess kit, blanket, 
poncho, shelter-half, a change of underclothing and toilet 
articles. His bell-buttons and white trousers were ex- 
changed for a business-like suit of gray and a campaign 
iat. The transportation was limited to one wagon for 


each company and carried only the equipment of the. 


company kitchen, the rations, and the ammunition. Fu- 
ture generals for the first time began to appreciate how 
little a soldier really requires when he has to carry it, 
and each preliminary trial before the start reduced the 
size of the roll and the contents of the haversack to the 
bare minimum prescribed in orders.” 

A number of illustrations accompany Captain Stew- 
art’s article, and the same paper contains eight illustra- 
tions showing the methods of work of training sailors 
for the Navy at the Norfolk Training Station.

BENEFIT OF MANEUVERS. 


The wisdom of several things done in the maneuvers at 

Fort Riley in 1906 was manifest and striking, and ap- 
peared in nothing more admirable than in the honest ef- 
fort made by General Wint and his chief of staff to train 
field officers and senior captains in larger command. ll 
colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors and several senior 
‘aptains were permitted to command large bodies of 
troops, some of them two or three times, during the en- 
campment. An officer who had graduated thirty years be- 
fore and served with troops most of that long time de- 
clares that, when a brigade was first put in his hands at 
Fort Riley, he felt as an actor must feel when thrust upon 
the stage in a part altogether strange and unfamiliar. 
rhat long numerous body of all arms was surely a white 
elephant, whose manége taxed his keenest thought to its 
last limit. ‘The second time he seemed to have got on to 
some of the tricks of the mighty animal, that was evi- 
dently more docile and more ready to conform to reason. 
The third time confidence began to assume form and di- 
mension, though it still showed no bigger than a mustard 
seed. Yet he felt in his soul that this little seed, if al- 
lowed a fair chance, would germinate and grow and in 
(ue time would develop into a respectable plant. 
_ What has been true in his case he strongly believes will 
be equally true in all other cases, and he is firmly con- 
vinced that the only rational object of maneuvers can and 
must be to sow the little seeds broadcast and nurture their 
growth, so that when war comes our field officers and 
senior captains will be ready to step forth on the larger 
stage and play their parts with confidence and honor. 

Since Congress recognizes at last their value, maneu- 
vers have come to stay, and it now becomes a sacred duty 
to use them as a handy lever to lift our officers from the 
stale ruts, nay pits, to which they have so long been un- 
justly condemned, and give them enlarged footing on the 
high plain of wider usefulness and efficiency. 

In this great school the generals must be the patient 
teachers and directors and see that its incalculable ad- 
vantages are enjoyed each year by as many as possible. 
The term, patient teachers and directors, is used advised- 
ly, for in no other school can patience be more valuable 
nor more just, If this be not self-evident already, a mo- 
ment’s reflection on the conditions will make it obvious. 

It is no fault of officers that they have been tied so long 
to the stake and been denied this larger instruction, and 
that they must begin and advance like children. When 
the living, intelligent blocks of flesh and blood are first 
put in their hands in large numbers, awkwardness and 
diffidence must be expected and should give rise in the 
teachers to no surprise, impatience, or anger. But use 
will bring improvement, improvement experience, and ex- 
perience must tend to perfection, and in a few years the 
children will become men, who, though they can not all be 
zenerals in commission, will at least be generals in prac- 
Uce and ability. 

The great wars waged so brilliantly by Prussia in 1866 
and 1870 were managed by officers who had been trained 
'n peace maneuvers alone, and whose ripe experience thus 
acquired led to success unparalleled since the age of Napo- 
leon. The advanced age of von Moltke and many of his 
sreat subordinates in those wars disabled them not a whit 
and diminished in no degree the supreme trust placed in 
their abilities, 4 

In this way; not only field officers and senior captains, 
but all company and non-commissioned officers, since they 
rise to higher posts when their seniors take command, will 
be benefited, and the whole Army thus acquiring a new 


and broader practical experience, will be prepared better 
than ever before for the throng of events and emergencies 
that attend war. 

Of course no attempt is made here to point out the 
Lenefits to different staff departments resulting from ma- 
neuvers. But all admit they are equally great.

THE SOLDIER AND SAILOR. 


We have received a pamphlet entitled “An address de- 
livered before the Union League of Philadelphia by Rear 
Admiral Joseph Adams Smith, U.S.N., retired, at the pre- 
sentation by the Art Association of the painting repre- 
senting the battle between the Kearsarge and Alabama.” 
The story of the famous sea battle is told effectively and 
in connection with it the author of this address says: 


“The conditions and experiences. of the soldier and sail- 
cr, during active service, are as dissimilar as are their 
methods of warfare. One day the soldier builds a fort 
or bridges a stream, the next he wins a battle or retreats 
before a victorious foe. Now he lives on the fat of the 
land, then he faints with hunger and thirst; at times he 
sleeps beneath the clear blue vault of the heavens, and 
again the chilling storm beats pitilessly on his jaded form 
stretched on the bare ground beside his rusting musket, 
his slumbers disturbed by fitful dreams of the struggle on 
the contested field, where ‘lie rider and horse, friend, foe, 
in one red burial blent.’ 

“The sailor’s life is less varied. He swings nightly 
from the same peg. His dreams are seldom disturbed’ 
even by the recollection of his sins. His ship is his horse, 
his kitchen, his ambulance, his fortress, his hospital, and 
his battlefield. He knows every inch of his stamping- 
ground. He treads it daily, in calm and in storm, in 
dance and in song, amid the terrors of battle and the sol- 
emn burial of his dead comrades. 

“As the morning light breaks, the shrill notes of the 
boatswain’s whistle call the man-o’-war’s man to duty. 
At this signal he rises from his slumbers, ties up his ham- 
mock in a mummy-like roll, and stows it away in the 
nettings. Coffee rouses his still sluggish senses to the 
daily routine of scrubbing and drills. 

“The enemy that most frequently disturbs the even 
tenor of the sailor’s life comes without a declaration of 
war. It is the storm-king when he rushes forth with low- 
ering brow, bellowing thunder, hurling his lightning bolts 
and lashing the ocean to terrific fury. Sleep is banished 
by the monster’s dread roar. The sailor rolls into his 
hammock aad out of it, he rolls his coffee, soup, and bis- 
cuit down his throat, aud not unfrequently rolls them 
all overboard through the same channel; indeed, he rolls 
in ceaseless motion and discomfort during the entire reign 
of the storm-king. * 

“The conflict between the Kearsarge and the Alabama 
may be regarded as the first open sea fight between ves- 
sels of equal size and nearly equal+armament, under 
steam propulsion, and with what was then modern ord- 
nance, * * * 

“The career of the Kearsarge illustrates the nature of 
the service rendered our country by the Navy during the 
most perilous crisis in our history. The effect of her vic- 
tory in the English Channel demonstrates the advantages 
to be secured by an efficient navy in all emergencies of 
great public peril. And this truth is emphasized by the 
triumphs at Manila and at Santiago, at a time when the 
European press, loudly, and almost unanimously, protest- 
ed against our Navy operating in the very waters where 
the Kearsarge cruised for nearly three years and where 
her victory was won. While we follow, with just and ex- 
alted pride, the footsteps of our soldiers from the Aroos- 
took to the Golden Gate, from Porto Rico to the Philip- 
pines, erecting monuments over their graves, and crown- 
ing the brow of the living with garlands of imperishable 
fame, let us consecrate a single niche in the cathedral of 
our memories to the patriotic American sailor, who braves 
the shafts of disease in every clime, who falls in battle 
far from his native land, whose shroud is the Union Jack, 
whose requiem is the everlasting anthem of the waves, 
and whose only monument is the unsullied flag of his 
country for which he fights and dies.” 








DEFENSE OF OUR DEPENDENCIES. 

When the San Francisco school question threatened to 
assume international importance, there was a good deal 
of half serious, half satirical discussion as to how we 
should defend the Philippines if we should drift into war 
with Japan. That war cloud, which seems to have drift- 
ed to the leeward, as we hope, never to return, suggests a 
consideration of the question of the defense of our de- 
pendencies. 

During the Civil War I once called on General Scott 
with General: Anderson, of Sumter. While in the room 
of the old hero of Lundy’s Lane and Mexico, a newspaper 
man asked General Anderson the best way to retake Fort 
Sumter. He answered at once: “Take Charleston.’ 
Then General Scott said: “Yes, Robert, the way to take 
Sumter is to take Charleston. 

And this suggests that the way to defend Manila, if 
we were compelled to do ‘so, would be to attack Tokio. 
This is on the principle that offensive warfare is the best 
defense. To attack any part of Japan we would have to 
assemble three-fourths of our Navy on our Pacifie coast. 
At present four-fifths of its strength iv on the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

Japan has iis entire navy in the Pacific, including fif- 
teen battleships, eleven armored cruisers, twenty-four 
protected cruisers and sixty-five torpedoboats, Her navy 
mounts 2,160 guns and is manned by 39,000 seamer. In 
our Navy we have twenty-six battleships and eleven ar- 
mored and twenty-four protected cruisers. Our Pacific 
Squadron is reported to consist of four armored and five 
protected. cruisers and a few inferior vessels. With time 
to fully develop our military resources, we may assume 
that we could subdue Japan. But until the Panama 
Canal is completed we had better postpone the attempt. 
It requires no argument to show that we cannot attack 
any enemy beyond seas unless we have a controlling sea- 
power. The defense of sea dependencies would be more 
difficult. They would be cut off from the support. of the 
home government and from mutual support by blockad- 
ing squadrons. We have practically no fortifications in 
our dependencies, and if we had, and they were efficiently 
garrisoned, they could not hold out indefinitely. With 
these disadvantages and the race prejudice against us in 
the Philippines, it would, in case war was forced upon 
us, be injudicious to attempt a defense. It would be better 
to temporarily give them up, with the certainty of recov- 
ering with final success. 

Russia’s defense of Sevastopol and Port Arthur affords 
a striking example of the risk of defensive war. Manila 
is 1,700 miles from Japan and 11,000 miles from Wash- 





ington. In this connection we should remember that mili- 
tary force, like gravity, is directly as the mass and in- 
versely as the square of the distance. We are only as- 
suming hypothetically a war with the island empire. In 
that event, if the seapower were on our side, the islands 
of Japan could be segregated by our squadrons, thus giv- 
ing us the advantage of choosing our points of attack. 
Assuming with this advantage that we could land an in- 
vading army, what would be our chance of success? 

Japan has a standing army of 400,000 veteran soldiers, 
a first reserve of 500,000 men and a second reserve of 
300,000, The army and its reserves are provided with 
2,160 field guns. Our task would be first to annihilate 
their navy and then to subdue this military force sup- 
ported by a fanatically brave and patriotic people. To 
accomplish this herculean undertaking, standing with a 
land force of 68,000 Regulars, a little over 100,000 or- 
ganized militia, we would have to raise, drill, arm, or- 
ganize, equip and mobilize a million men. Yet, a nation 
of eighty-five million and with far greater wealth, we 
should be able to subdue a nation of fifty-nine millions. 
Yet there are other conditions to be considered. Japan has 
a homogeneous population of nearly sixty million. We 
have only an Anglo-American population of about fifty 
million we consider homogeneous. For the rest we have 
the Germanic, Celtic, Slavic, Semitic and the Italio, Fili- 
pino, Kanackio-American, and, God save, the mark, the 
Afric-American. This seems rather heterogeneous. But 
let that pass. We have enough of the old stock for a 
spearhead to the spear. 

Civilization has a tendency to make men self-indulgent. 
But war soon rubs off the veneer and brings out the vi- 
rile qualities of the primitive man. The quality wanted 
in war is the fighting quality. Now what are the char- 
acteristics of the American soldier? We have read of 
the Berserker fury of men of our race when put on their 
mettle. There are not many opportunities for its exhibi- 
tion in long range fighting. In fact, furious fighters are 
apt to lose their heads and get the worst of it. The suc- 
cessful fighter should have the cool courage which disci- 
pline inspires. ‘The American soldier is good-natured, 
resourceful and intelligent. He knows when to sidestep 
to avoid punishment and when the opening comes for a 
supreme effort. He is the best marksman in the world, 
and this with persistence makes him, in my opinion, the 
best soldier on the planet. 

What, then, are our chances to win out against first- 
class powers? 

It is the business of the General Staff to organize vic- 
tory. But no organization will avail unless the sympa- 
thies of the nation are with the Government in the war. 
Even this will not insure success without competent gen- 
erals and admirals, We never have had a general of the 
first class. It is to be hoped we never will. Heretofore 
they have only been developed in great emergencies and 
long periods of sanguinary war. Certainly we do not 
want a Cesar or a Napoleon or a Cromwell unless he is 
one “guiltless of his country’s blood.” 

All this would not be worth serious consideration but 
for the fact that we must hold the Hawaiian Islands at 
all hazards. Held by a hostile power, our western sea- 
board would be open to attack. Without them we are 
powerless for attack or defense in the Pacific. Without 
strength to back our pretensions, we could only hold our 
position in the commercial world by suffrance. 

As the Miltonic Satan once asserted: “To be weak is 
to be miserable.”

DR. SEAMAN EXPLAINS. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

My attention has just been called to a note in your 
issue of Jan. 19 in which you take exception to certain 
so-called statements or quotations from a lecture recently 
delivered by me before the National Geographic Society 
in Washington. You also state that I “recently published 
a work, awarding extravagant and not wholly deserved 
praise to the medical service of the Japanese army in the 
war with Russia,” adding: 

“Dr. Seaman, in his inordinate praise of the Japanese, 
declared that their armies during the late war were abso- 
lutely free from beri-beri”’ (italics mine), whereas there 
is official testimony to the effect that the disease was ex- 
ceedingly prevalent”: * * * “that Dr. Herzog, of 
the bureau government laboratories at Manila, P.I., who 
was ordered to study beri-beri in the Japanese armies, an- 
nounced in his official report that between 75,000 and 
80,000 cases of the disease had been sent from Manchuria 
back to Japan during the last year of the war alone. In 
view of Doctor Seaman’s misapprehensions as to the facts 
concerning this matter, it is respectfully submitted that 
his vague charges * * are far from convincing.” 

Now what are the facts concerning my statements re- 
garding beri-beri in the Japanese army? Neither in book, 
lecture, conversation nor testimony before the Committee 
on Military Affairs of Congress have I ever denied the 
existence of beri-beri in the Japanese army. On the con- 
trary, from my first address on the Russo-Japanese War, 
delivered before the International Congress of Military 
Surgeons in St. Louis, October, 1904 (copy of which ac- 
companies this letter), to my last book on that war (“The 
Real Triumph of Japan,’”’ published a year ago), I have 
contended that beri-beri existed in alarming proportions 
in the army. In that book an entire chapter of twenty 
pages is devoted exclusively to this disease and the statis- 
ties of the various divisions of the Japanese army con- 
cerning it. The following extract is found on page 245: 
“The vulnerable spot in Japan’s campaign against pre- 
ventable disease was the failure to overcome beri-beri in 
the army, and dearly did she pay the penalty. Almost 
one-half the sickness in her army was from that disease. 
The estimate of the number of cases—23.3 per cent. of 
the entire sick and wounded show that they amounted to 
the enormous total of 84,545”—(or over 4,000 more than 
the highest estimate, quoted by you, as made by Dr. Her- 
zog. “That failure was the exception which proved the 
rule of her (Japan’s) wisdom in the use of reformed 
army sanitation and dietary as a means of securing tri- 
umph on the field of war. Had it not been for the pres- 
ense of this dreadful scourge, the story of her achieve- 
ments in army dietary and sanitation would have been a 
dazzling revelation. As it is, its brilliancy challenges the 
admiration of the world, and the unfortunate blot simply 
intensifies the whiteness of the page.” 

My lecture on the “Curses of Colonization’’ will be re- 
peated in New York at an early day, when, if you honor 
the occasion, you will be a welcome guest. In view of 
the fact that your published statements from it were gar- 
bled and misquoted, so as to convey almost an exact re- 
versal of their intended meaning, and remembering your 
own “misapprehension as to the fact” of my work on beri- 
beri in the Russo-Japanese War, may I not venture to 
hope that you will suspend judgment concerning my lec- 
ture until you have had the opportunity of ascertaining 
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the truth regarding it; also that you will give this letter 
as full prominence in your estimable journal as you did 
the one which renders it a necessity, and in which you, 
inadvertently I believe, did me, pot an injury, but an in- 
justice.

PAY OF ARMY. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The introduction in Congress of a bill to increase the 
pay of the Army suggested the examination of my per- 
sonal records of receipts and expenditures during a period 
of six years. During this time I was a lieutenant and 
captain, my family averaged two adults and four children 
(there were five at the end of the period), and I had three 
stations. This family is larger than the average in the 
Army; but, on the other hand, the number of changes of 
station was smaller than the average and did not in- 
clude a foreign station. The following figures are actual 
expenditures and not estimates. The item for pleasure 
shows how carefully the expenses were watched:

These figures show that if I had not been able to make 
a few dollars by writing for different publications, by 
other work not connected with the Service, and by oc- 
casional cash presents by relatives to different members 
of my family, my deficit for the six years would have been 
The large excess of house rent over commu- 
tation of quarters was even worse than it appears at first 
sight; for in order to keep the rent down anywhere near 
my means I was obliged generally to live at an incon- 
venient distance from my office when on duty in a city, 
thus incurring additional expenses for car-fare and 
lunches. The deficit for medical attendance was due in 
part to the fact that I was entitled only to reimburse- 
ment for attendance on myself personally, but also to the 
impossibility of complying with the regulations governing 
reimbursement for purchase of medicines. Thus in many 
cases I knew exactly what medicine was needed and 
bought it; but could not recover the price, because I did 
not incur the additional expense of calling upon a doctor 
for a prescription and certify (falsely) that his services 
were necessary. Since the period covered by the above I 
have been on duty at a garrisoned post, and have been 
relieved from some of the difficulties named; but other 
burdens have taken the places of those from which I have 
escaped, so that the deficit for the past year is far greater 
than the average yearly deficit for the above period.

INCREASED PAY FOR ARMY. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I notice that you come out squarely with what every- 
one knows to be the fact—but no one, except Colonel 
Larned, dared, so it seems, to cal] the thing by the right 
name—namely, that the soldier’s pay is but of a magni- 
tude as would be suitable for boys between the age of 13 
and 15 years but not for a man—considering the cost of 
living and the conditions of prosperity existing in our 
country at the present time. And I have frequently pon- 
dered why you, too, have kept on talking all around the 
bush while trying to solve the problem of desertion, etc. 
For it is understood by everyone in the Army, even if you 
don’t realize it yourself, that any subject pertaining to 
our forces which you squarely tackle either pro or con 
in your JOURNAL, carries more weight with the powers 
that be than all the recommendations of all our generals 
combined, And we, the helpless enlisted men, look upon 
you as our champion. So please tell your readers some- 
thing of all the following facts—using, however, your 
eminently masterful style to which we are accustomed in 
presenting same, viz.: That the allowance an enlisted 
man gets after thirty years’ service and is retired is 
about sufficient under the present conditions to provide 
him with three meals a day; that his chance of getting 
a job outside of the Army cannot be considered as a basis 
because where one would fall into a job, ninety-nine 
wouldn’t, and that for the very good reason that for 
every vacant job several applicants, and young men at 
that, may be had; that a great many retired soldiers ex- 
ist in abject poverty and that this situation demands im- 
mediate remedial measures which could be supplied (and 
that at a very small immediate expense) by changing the 
law so that hereafter any soldier upon being retired shall 
receive the whole, instead of 75 per cent., of his monthly 
pay in adition to the allowances now provided by law and 
including the $6.25 for quarters, ete., now about to be 
realized; that such a law is not only demanded by com- 
mon justice, but would, if enacted, be a powerful incen- 
tive to a multitude of our young men to adopt the mili- 
tary career—thus furnishing us the required material, 
both as to quality and quantity, to make the contemplat- 
ed reorganization of the Artillery effective; that, inci- 
dentally, it would knock the now prevailing tendency to 
desert into a cocked hat, for the natural reason that when 
a young man knows that he will be protected in his old 
age from real, downright poverty (which he knows is not 
the case now). he would be induced to come in, even if 
the pay is small, and would stay and become a useful 
part of our country’s defenses, which latter should be the 
hest the world affords for the simple reason that we own 
the wealth to pay for the best; that it can. safely be 
maintained that an increase in the pay of the retired sol- 
dier wil] cause a reduction in the expenses of keeping 
our Army, for it will eliminate desertion. 

, a matter which should, in justice, receive 
remedial action as quickly as practicable is the present 
law which allows one dollar a month increase, after every 
five years’ service, alike to the private soldier and to the 


hard-working, mtelligent and tried non-com. staff officer 
—particularly to him of the $34 grade who should re- 
ceive a bonus of $5 per month after twenty years’ ser- 
vice and $10 after twenty-five years; for the great ma- 
jority of these men are rendering services to the value 
of which the $34 scale is entirely out of proportion. And 
it would be nothing but justice to extend this bonus to 
all soldiers having served twenty years, for one dollar 
increase is not an adequate remuneration for a man havy- 
ing served an institution for that length of time—this, at 
least, may be maintained without fear of contradiction, 
for it is but naming it very mildly. 

Now, Mr. Editor, if you will use your able pen to 
round out the matter stated above, and come out with it 
several times in succession, we would indeed acclaim you 
our champion and it would make the barracks roar so 
that you could hear it at Washington. You would be 
telling and advocating nothing but the truth, and the 
country could but profit by promptly and unreservedly 
adopting your advice. ENLISTED.

NAVAL REORGANIZATION A LA BONAPARTE 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The very able ex-Secretary of the Navy gave a parting 
word, in his annual report, on the subject of naval reor- 
ganization, and his recommendations this year are so dif- 
ferent from those of last year, that an explanation is of- 
fered herewith showing exactly what Mr. Secretary’s rec- 
ommendations, if enacted into law, would effect. 

The following suggestion for a billl, embodying these 
reforms, is presented in simple terms, showing cause and 
effect in such a way as to be easily translatable into legal 
phraseology, after omitting some of the explanations here- 
in included for the sake of clearness. The object of this 
bill is to effect a great reform and correct a great evil, 
to consolidate navy yard industry under an industrial 
head that knows his business and under a strong hand 
fortified by a knowledge of details to enforce consolida- 


tion against the multitude of technical and other barriers 
that will be thrown in the way. Therefore the following 
heroic measures are proposed : bd : 

1. The Navy Department is hereby sub-divided into 
four sections, so that everything will remain practically 
the same as heretofore; only worse, by adding a few more 
military channels and other obstacles. 

2. To obtain the Section of Materiel, the Bureau of 
Equipment, being the smallest and most insignificant, is 
hereby abolished and expanded so as to include and gov- 
ern the other bureaus of materiel, viz.: Construction 
and Repair, Ordnance, Yards and Docks, and Steam En- 
gineering, which other bureaus are hereby abolished and 
retained with their names changed to assistants of the ex- 
Bureau of Equipment. The Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment, being a shipbuilder by trade, shall be liable 
to become commandant of the Section of Materiel to keep 
him from getting mad for being abolished. 

3. The object of this legislation being to reform the 
present navy yard organization with its commandant and 
his technica] assistants, the above antidote is offered so as 
to navy-yardize the Navy Department by a military head 
of materiel, or commandant, and his technical assistants. 
It takes a poison to counteract a poison. 

4. This consolidates authority under one head. Any 
old head will do, the worse the better. An ancient mari- 
ner of flag rank shall be an expert in the manufacturing 
business, to dissipate knowledge and dispel economy in 
navy yard industry. 

5. By changing the names of bureaus to assistants the 
present laws safeguarding their permanency and responsi- 
bilities shall become inapplicable. Instead, they shal] be- 
come transients including an ancient mariner. This fur- 
ther unfixes the responsibility. To cap the climax the an- 
cient mariner shall dislocate and disarrange the work of 
the assistants from time to time following the guidance 
of his own Jack of information. 

6. The ancient mariner of materiel shall form a tech- 
nical board, together with his assistants, excepting that 
his own vote shall decide the question either way. The 
vote of the other members shall count if coincident with 
the Chief. If not, he may have them replaced. If the 
answer was right, he did it; if wrong, the board did it. 

7. The object of this law being to consolidate navy 
yard industry under one technical head, it shall not be 
necessary to mention either the “technical head” or “con- 
solidation” in the act. By placing a seaman as com- 
mandant of materiel, consolidation will take place of its 
own force. Such a Cromwell in manufacturing technique 
will enforce things by a single command, after consulting 
the conflicting testimony of his assistants, and having 
laid down the decision from a biased judicial viewpoint, 
it shall not be necessary for him to understand the in- 
dustrial effect of his own orders. 

8. The foregoing failure to consolidate shall render a 
technical head unnecessary. That explains why an an- 
cient mariner, or industrial non-conductor, is interposed 
between naval industry and the Secretary of the Navy or 
the outside world. The anciert mariner shall likewise be 
an insulator between naval industry and the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. whose place he shall take in 
charge of navy yard industry, the latter remaining, how- 
ever, in control of navy yards as heretofore, thus making 
two heads in control of navy yard work which neither 
shall be required to understand. This will vouchsafe the 
same general result as now obtains, and they shall all be 
searched from time to time to find out wherein the trouble 
shall exist. 

_ To obtain the Section of Personnel, the Bureau of 
Navigation is hereby abolished and expanded so as to in- 
clude and govern the Bureaus of Medicine and Surgery, 
Supplies and Accounts, the Marine Corps, the Naval 
Academy, and the new school for paymasters. The abol- 
ished Chief of Navigation shall be the commandant of 
this section, which is hereby likewise navy-yardized for 
the sake of symmetry, no other plausible reason ever hav- 
ing been advanced. By this means the technical assist- 
ants in this branch shall likewise become nullified. 

10. ‘The reason why this section shall be called the 
Section of Personnel is because the other three sections 
have no personnel. The idea is that in case the other 
three sections ever should, in the future, have any per- 
sonnel, then the Section of Personnel should control the 
personnel of all four sections, becoming thereby the Sec- 
retary of the Navy in itself. This bill shall thus be novel 
and unique and shall become a precedent in administra- 
tive method for all future time. 

11. The First Section shall consist of the Secretary of 
the Navy, who shall attend to the clerks and Tutuila and 
Guam: this shall disconnect him as far as possible from 
what happens in the foregoing. 

12. The Assistant Secretary of the Navy shall be the 
Second Section and he shall govern the Hydrographic 
Office and the Naval Observatory, besides doing his pres- 
ent duties which, under the new arrangement, will con- 





sist of controlling navy yard work that an ancient mari- 
ner is also required to control, thereby twice confusin, 
navy yard work, which work is already adjudged to b.

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STAFF SERGEANTS AND ARMY TRANSPORTS 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I wish to record an unqualified endorsement of th 
article entitled “Justice to the Enlisted Man,” that aj 
peared in the JOURNAL of Jan. 19. I wrote a few lines 
on this subject two years ago, but as no one backed m 
up, I supposed that I alone was dissatisfied with th- 
conditions set forth. 

The writer does not go far enough, however, for th» 
staff sergeant and his family are not only placed below 
civilian clerks and Army nurses, but must take rank 


even below officers’ servants on a transport. I happen 
to know of a case personally where a staff sergeant’s 
wife was unable to obtain first class transportation on 
a transport until she was entered on the passenger lixt 
as an Officer’s servant; and this, in spite of the fact 
that she had been a chief nurse in the Army Nur:e 
Corps only a short time before, and enjoyed the privilege 
as a matter of right, but had since, unfortunately, mar- 
ried one who wore the despised uniform of the enlisted 
man, which closed the door of respectability to her for- 
ever, so far as the U.S. Army Transport Service was 
concerned; or, at least until she was promoted to. the 
grade of “officer’s servant.” . 

When traveling without troops on a merchant vesse] 
we are allowed a stateroom and the privilege of the 
saloon; and the whole power of the Government is 
brought down upon the head of any civilian who dare: 
intimate that we are not sufficiently civilized to be there. 
It is altogether different on an Army transport. Ther» 
even civilian employees and servants may discriminat 
against us with impunity. The claim that we are alway~ 
on duty with troops when on a transport will not hoid 
water, for half or more of the staff sergeants crossinz 
the Pacific have absolutely no connection with the troops 
on board. 

We do not wish nor expect to have any social inter- 
course with officers or their families; but so long as 
there is a way provided for first-class transportation to 
clerks, Army nurses and servants on transports wh; 
should not the staff sergeant and his family, who are 
certainly the equals of the classes mentioned, have the 
same privileges? The average civilian is only too we!l 
aware of the fact that the highest grade of those wl: 
wear the uniform of the enlisted man are discriminated 
against in favor of the lowest grade of civil employee 
by our superiors simply and solely because of the uni 
form. Then why should these same civilians be sub- 
jected to harsh criticisms and prosecutions for doing 
likewise on the outside? It needs no act of Congress 
nor expensive lawsuit to remedy this injustice. A few 
strokes of the pen from those in authority will do the 
work. If it is not done, let us accept all the indignities 
heaped upon us by the public without a murmur, for 
there is nothing they have ever done that is more 
flagrant or humiliating. ANOTHER ENLISTED MAN. 
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TO IMPROVE THE FIELD ARTILLERY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Light Artillery is without a doubt the arm which wil 
be mostly depended upon in our next war. It is the 
hardest branch of Service to serve. It requires more 
actual work, both mental and manual, and is hard to 
keep recruited to its proper strength. The pay of an 
Artilleryman should be increased to $15 per month for 
the first year; a corporal’s pay $20; a sergeant’s pay $25, 
and a first sergeant’s pay $35; the gunner’s pay for 
second class, $2, and for first class $5, and the re-enlist- 
ment pay as it is. A discharged soldier decides to remiin 
out of the Army, for the wages paid in civilian life is 
very good, and should he re-enlist he would be well «d- 
vanced in years before he would receive a fair allow- 
ance. When a soldier commits some petty offense, he 
should be made to deposit a certain amount of money, 
and do extra work, which will answer the same purpose 
as a fine administered by a summary court, and when he 
is discharged he will have at least enough money to buy 
himself a decent suit of clothes. 

The change of uniform is a drag upon an enlisied 
man’s clothing allowance, the allowance being so scant 
for a mounted man, that it often throws him into debt. 
A man should be examined before a board before being 
made a non-commissioned officer, and he should be cap- 
able of handling men, especially recruits, and should 
have the ability to perform his other duties. Often non- 
commissioned officers, because of their own ignorance, 
and inability to teach recruits, reprimand and discour:ge 
them at the start. Such drilled recruits make trouble- 
some soldiers and generally desert. 

Should a ranking corporal be jumped he should be re- 
duced, as a. corporal who lacks the ability to perform 
the duties of a sergeant surely is not fit for a corp:ral. 
If an Artilleryman’s pay was regulated as stated above 
we would have better non-commissioned officers, more 
good gunners; whom we would need in time of war, and 
more re-enlisted soldiers in this branch of the Service.

An officer of the Army on a distant post writes a letier, 
of which we may say that “’tis true ’tis pity, and pity 
’tis ’tis true,” as every officer of our Army knows to his 
cost. Our correspondent says: “It is absolutely impossible 
for ah officer in these times to meet his just and required 
expenses, no matter how economical he may be. In 1902, 1 
obtained a cook for $15 per month. At this post they 
are now paid $30 per month, and hardly to be had at 
that price. The result is that most of us have to live - 
a ‘Chino’s’ ness and endure the same kind of cooking tha! 
we had for two years in the Philippines. We are 200 
miles from civilization here, so that no one can spend _~ 
money for theaters even if he had it. We have even ha¢ 
to close the Officers’ Club on account of the expense 1D 
maintaining it. The rates on the railroads having oor" 
taken away, makes it about impossible to take a leave — 
visit your friends or old home, which we would like 3 P 
much to do and especially as we are off here on. the a 
tier where we never see anyone but ourselves! One — 
think we could save money here, as there js nothing 
spend it on, but it costs all we get to live. 
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President Roosevelt is taking much interest in the 
various cases before State courts involving the question 
of the right of a proprietor of a public house or place of 
amusement to discriminate against enlisted men clothed 
in the uniform of the Army or the Navy. He has had 
some correspondence recently relative to the matter with 


Chairman Jenkins, of the House Judiciary Committee, 
and has this week called upon the Attorney General of 
the United States to give an opinion as to whether Con- 
gress has the right to pass an act making it a crime for 
any such discrimination to be shown. The latest case 
and the one which has brought the matter again to the 
a:tention of the President arose at Plattsburg, N.Y., 
through the refusal of a skating rink ‘proprietor there to 
admit two soldiers clad in their uniforms. Acting on the 
recommendation of the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army a test case was made in the city court of Platts- 
burg, but the action of the proprietor of the skating rink 
wus sustained by the local judge. Judge Everest, who 
decided against the soldiers, has written a long letter to 
President Roosevelt, stating the grounds on which he 
hased his decision and maintaining that in his opinion 
the case was not one within the meaning of the bill of 
rights, affecting the question of race, creed or color. He 
declared, however, that in his opinion Congress should 
be asked to pass a bill making it an offense to dis- 
criminate against the uniform. It was this letter that 
the President referred to Representative Jenkins, who is, 
however, inclined to take the view that Congress had no 
right to legislate on the question, but he asked that 
Judge Advocate General Davis give an opinion on this 
question. General Davis, after quoting the bill of rights 
of the State of New York, said: “In view of the general 
character of the language used in the sections above cited, 
it is recommended that the papers in this case be referred 
to the Department of Justice, with the request that they 
be examined, with a view to determine the propriety of 
obiaining a review of the decision rendered by the court 
of original jurisdiction.” Further than this the Attor- 
ney General will not express an opinion as to the Consti- 
turionality of Congress enacting a Federal statute making 
it 1 crime for a citizen of any State to discriminate 
agaist the Army or Navy uniform. 
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\u interesting opinion was rendered this week by the 
Judse Advocate General of the Army on the application 
of 2d Lieut. William H. Hawes, 4th Inf., to be reim- 
bursed for medical attendance given him in the Lake 
Side Hospital, near Chicago, while ill recently.  Lieu- 
tenant Hawes reports that while on duty at the rifle 
range at Fort Sheridan on Aug. 16, after the day’s duties 
were over, he was, by verbal permission of the com- 
ianding officer, absent for a few hours from the limits 
of the post, and that while so absent he was taken sud- 
deniy and desperately ill and was sent by friends to the 
Lake Side Hospital for care and treatment. He was 
unconscious for two days, and he says that the people 
who had him in charge had so little knowledge of mili- 
tary procedure that information of his whereabouts or 
coudition was not even sent to the post for some days. 
Under the cireumstances he declares he could not carry 
out the provisions of the Army Regulations governing 
the employment of private medical service. “It was a 
case of emergency,” he says, “where it was a case of 
life or death whether or not proper and immediate medi- 
cal attendance could be secured.” Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Davis has decided that Lieutenant Hawes, on Aug. 
16, occupied a status of duty. He is of the opinion that 
the medical treatment given was necessary and that its 
cost constitutes a proper charge against the funds set 
apart for the use of the Medical Department. 
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Lieut. Ralph W. Drury, 9th U.S. Inf., and John Dowd, 
an enlisted man of the same command, were acquitted by 
the Criminal Court of Allegheny County, Pa., Jan. 31, of 
charges of homicide arising from the shooting of William 
lf. Crowell, an alleged thief, while escaping from the 
grounds of the Allegheny arsenal on Sept. 10, 1903. It 
was alleged by the prosecution that Crowell was shot af- 
ter leaving the arsenal grounds and throwing up his 
hands, and that Private Dowd, who did the shooting, did 
so under orders from Lieutenant Drury. Witnesses tes- 
titfie’ to having heard Lieutenant Drury give the order 
to shoot. Lieutenant Drury swore that he gave no such 
order. According to a press despatch from Washington, 
it is said at the War Department that the action of the 
jury at Pittsburg in acquitting Lieutenant Drury and 
Private Dowd really leaves the question of conflicting jur- 
isdiciion of the State and national Governments still at 
issue. Had the State court yielded to the wish of the as- 
sistant district attorney for the State and found the ac- 
cused guilty of homicide, or even involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, tie case would have been taken to a Federal court on 
appeal When there would have been opportunity for a de- 
cision by the highest authority of the question as to 
whether a sentry on a military reservation is justified in 
shooting a civilian.

and report upon what changes in legislation are neces- 
sary for the efficiency of the staff corps, bearing in mind 
the efficiency of the naval service and economy in public 
expenditures. The board will also report what changes, 
if any, in the titles of staff officers are desirable. The 
report, as far as possible, will be based upon the recom- 
mendations of the Newberry Personnel board and the 
various sub-boards of staff officers that reported through 
it; and should be submitted as soon as practicable. It 
is the intention of the department to draw up and sub- 
mit to Congress a bill dealing with the staff corps, after 
due consideration of the recommendations of the board.” 
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The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts recommends the 
following legislation to be inserted in the naval appropria- 
tion act now under consideration by Congress : 

Hereafter the purchase of supplies and the procurement of 
services for all branches of the naval service may be made in 
open market in the manner common among business men, 
without formal contract or bond, when the aggregate of the 
amount required does not exceed $500, and when, in the 
opinion of the proper administrative officers, equally or more 
advantageous terms can thereby be secured. 

The present method prescribed by law is extremely cum- 
bersome in operation, and totally at variance with estab- 
lished business practice. It not only exposes the Depart- 
ment to ridicule, but actually deters reputable merchants 
and manufacturers from having direct dealings with the 
Navy Department, thereby reducing competition and 
strengthening the grip of middlemen and “vest-pocket” 
merchants upon the Department’s business. The proposed 
amendment embraces practically a provision inserted an- 
nually in the Army Appropriation bill, and the Bureau 
regards its adoption as imperative if the Department de- 
sires to obtain wholesome competition, and to escape the 
reproach now cast upon it in the business world. 











Gen. James A. Drain, president of the National Rifle 
Association of America, in a communication, says: “It is 
desired to accomplish everything possible toward making 
the association one of genuinely national scope, and to in- 
crease its usefulness to the country as an ageney for the 
promotion of rifle practice. The President is prepared 
te devote much of his time during his term of office to the 
affairs of the association. At his request the Executive 
Committee authorized him to secure an office for the asso- 
ciation, in the same building and: close to his business 
office, where the secretary will constantly be on duty. 
Here it is hoped that all members will feel themselves 
free to call whenever practicable. Many more life twein- 
bers are desired. Each member of an affiliated organiza- 
tion, who can afford it, should forward his fee of $25, 
and an application to become a life member. Each life 
member should endeavor to secure one or more additional 
life members. Suggestions and advice from all mem- 
bers will be welcomed always. We ure working for a 
common cause, and we must co-operate to succeed.”

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The War Department has received the proceedings and 
findings of the court-martial which recently tried 2d 
Lieut. John S. Hamilton, 12th Inf., at Governors Island, 
New York. He was tried on charges involving desertion 
and embezzlement, was found guilty by the court and has 
been sentenced to be dismissed from the Army. Lieuten- 
ant Hamilton disappeared from his regiment last sum- 
miner when it was in camp at Mount Gretna, Pa., and no 
trace of him was found until just before the three months’ 
absence without leave expired, which would have made it 
necessary for the authorities to have dropped him from 
the rolls of the Army as a deserter. Just before this 
time elapsed he was arrested in Chicago and turned over 
to Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, commanding the De- 
partment of the Lakes. His case is now under consider- 
ation by the Judge Advocate General of the Army. 
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The nominations of all those officers of the Artillery 
Corps who are entitled to immediate promotion because 
no examination for promotion is required of them or be- 
cause they have already taken such examination, were 
sent to the Senate for confirmation on Jan. 31. The 
lieutenant colonels entitled to promotion to the grade of 
colonel, the majors entitled to promotion to be lieutenant 
colonels, and the seven captains down to and including 
E. W. Hubbard, who have:been examined for promotion 
to the grade of major, have been nominated. It has not 
vet been decided whether these officers will be commis- 
sioned in the Artillery Corps, or whether their commis- 
sions will be so read as to give them permanent assign- 
ment in either the Coast Artillery or the Field Artillery. 
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Recent reports received by the War Department from 
Infantry examining boards indicate that at least two sec- 
ond lieutenants of Infantry have failed to pass their ex- 
aminations for promotion and must, therefore, be suspend- 
ed from promotion for a year. These two officers are 2d 
Lieut. John E. Green, 25th Inf., and 2d Lieut. Jason M. 
Walling, Sth Inf. Lieutenant Green is a negro officer. 
The War Department recently sent to the Senate the 
nominations of the second lieutenants of Infantry entitled 
to promotion. Besides these two officers, 2d Lieut. A. A. 
Hickox, 15th Inf., is already under suspension from pro- 
motion and 1st Lieut. G. Sevier and 2d Lieut. R. Furni- 
val, both of the Artillery Corps, are also under suspension 
from promotion. 
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At the meeting of the New York Commandery, M.O. 
1.L., to be held at Delmonico’s, Wednesday evening, 
Feb. 6. an address upon the work of the Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs of the War Department will be delivered by 
€apt. Frank McIntyre, 19th U.S. Inf., Assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau, The Honorable Henry C. Ide, for- 





inerly Secretary of Finance, and Justice for the Philip- 
pine Islands, and Vice-Governor of the Philippines, will 
speak on the subject of those dependencies. Among those 
proposed for membership in the order are Bryant Willard, 
son of the late Col. Wells Willard, U.S.A., a son of the 
late Major Francis De Gress, who commanded a battery 
famous during the Civil War, and Morris Tillinghast 
Burtis, nephew of Pay Dir. Arthur Burtis, U.S.N., re 
tired, with the rank of rear admiral. 
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An interpretation was given this week by the War De- 
partment to Paragraph 240 of the Army Regulations. 
This relates to the details of battalion staff officers, and 
the question arose whether the requirement that an officer 
must serve two years as a company officer before he is 
cligible for detail a second time requires such service to 
be actually rendered on duty with a company. The War 
Department has decided this question in the affirmative. 
An amendment has also been made to Paragraph 1179 
of the Regulations, which relates to charges for laundry 
work of recruits at recruiting depots. It has been or- 
dered that the amounts authorized to be so charged be in- 
creased from a total of $1.50 to that amount per month. 
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The House Committee on Military Affairs has under 
consideration the Senate bill, No. 2668, passed by the 
Senate at the last session, “to regulate the retirement of 
certain veterans of the Civil War.” The bill will rectify 


_an unfortunate interpretation of the Act of April 23, 


1904, and will give advanced rank to officers on the retired 
list of the Army who served during the Civil War and 
who were retired under the Act of Oct. 1, 1890. The 
oflicers who would be affected by the proposed legislature 
are eighteen majors and eleven captains. The bill will 
probably receive a favorable report by House Committee. 





Secretary Taft, in an official letter written to Senator 
Allison, chairman of the Senate Committ@e on Appropri- 
ations, said, “there is every reason why the fortifications 
at Hawaii should be made ready.” In this letter he ur- 
gently recommended that Congress make an appropriation 
of not less than $350,000 this year for fortifying Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaiian Islands. The appropriation finally 
made, however, was $200,000. The expression used by 
Secretary Taft in his letter is regarded in some quar- 
ters as particularly significant in view of the recent anti- 
American outburst in Japan and anti-Japanese feeling 
on the Pacific coast in this country. 





The question was asked of the War Department recent- 
ly whether the sergeant-major at guard mounting should 
come to “carry sword” at the command “Inspection 
Arms” of the adjutant. This was decided by the Depart- 
ment in the negative. It has been decided by the War 
Department that kit wagons for batteries of Field Ar- 
tillery shall be supplied by the Ordnance Department. 
There was some question as to whether these should be 
supplied by the Quartermaster’s Department as at pres- 
ent or by the Ordnance Department, and it was decided 
that the latter Department should provide them. 
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Secretary Taft has approved the recommendation of 
Col. Hugh IL. Scott, Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, that the corps of cadets at West Point be sent 
to the Jamestown Exposition some time next summer. 
The time the cadets will go and the length of their stay 
at the exposition is to be arranged between Colonel Scott 
and the board of directors of the exposition. It is also 
understood, although no definite decision has yet been 
reached, that the midshipmen from the Naval Academy 
will go to the exposition in the summer. 
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President Roosevelt hearty greeting Jan. 31 
to a committee of the Woman's Army Canteen Club No. 
1, of Washington, which is working for the re-establish- 
ment of the canteen in the Army. The committee was 
accompanied by Representative Kahn, of California, who 
favors its restoration. The members of the committee 
told the President that they intended to organize branch 
clubs throughout the country to take up the crusade. The 
President is understood to have expressed his approval 
of the work. 
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Capt. G. H. Cameron, U.S.A., is out of pocket to the ex- 
tent of $35 for payment to an enlisted man for extra 
duty which payment was approved in advance by the 
J.A. General and the Acting Secretary of War. Some 
gentleman who sits in the Auditor’s Office with a pen 
behind his ear studying how he can best show his su- 
periority to J.A.G.’s and Secretaries of War has held up 
the credit and Captain Cameron must look to the slow 
moving Congress for reimbursement. 


The Army engineers have advised Secretary Taft against 
granting the application of the sanitary board of Chicago 
for permission to reverse the flow of the Calumet River in 
that city and create a current through that waterway 
from Lake Michigan into the drainage canal and so into 
the Mississippi River. It is found that the project would 
certainly result in the lowering of the level of the water 
in Lake Michigan and injuriously affect navigation in the 
various ports and harbors which the Government has im- 
proved at great expense. 








Under the direction of Brigadier General Elliott, com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, a proposed Executive Or- 
der is being drawn up which will permit enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps, who have had service of at least one 
year, to purchase their discharges. As is well known, en- 
listed men of the Army have had this privilege for some 
time and recently it was accorded to enlisted men of the 
Navy. ‘The Marine Corps is but falling into line, and 
there is no doubt that the order will be approved. 


The retirement in the Artillery Corps of Capt. C. H. 
Arnold, 14th Company; Lieut. H. E. Mitchell: the death 
of 1st Lieut. R. M. Elliott, and the detail to the staff of 
Capt. H. B. Farrar, caused four vacancies, which will be 
filled by the promotion to the grade of captain of Lieuten- 
ants Taylor, Ryan, Masteller and Campbell, in addition 
to those included. in the list we published last week.

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THE GRAFTON CASE.

Whether an- 
other lawyer will be associated with them or not is left to 
their own election, It is now requested that those inter- 
ested in seeing justice done a worthy soldier, contribute 
a small sum of $1 or $2 each so that all expenses can be 
paid and the attorneys warranted in putting forth their 
best endeavors. Contributions should be sent to the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL, where they will be acknowledged 
through the columns of that paper, the Editor having 
kindly consented to be custodian of the fund. He will 
publish what disposition is made of it. 

The matter of making contributions was mentioned by 
the JOURNAL some months ago, but a delay was caused 
by the then intention of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department to make the appeal itself. This intention 
has now been abandoned and the way is now clear to 
make the appeal as indicated above, Grafton having made 
the request before. 

It will be remembered that this case was ably conduct- 
ed before the Court of First Instance and the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands by Capt. C. 8. Nettles, 
J.A., and to him Grafton and the Army are greatly in- 
debted. Captain Netiles may yet be associated with the 
attorneys in this final appeal.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. Henry H. Adams, U.S.A., retired, died at the 
Witbrell House, Plattsburg, N.Y., Jan. 26, after a week’s 
illness of pneumonia, at the age of sixty-one years. He 
was born in Ohio, Sept. 14, 1845; served as a private 
and corporal in the 98th Ohio Volunteers during the Civil 
War from Feb. 2, 1864, to June 26, 1865. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the 16th U.S. Infantry, 
Feb. 23, 1866. He saw hard fighting in the Indian cam- 
paigns in the ’70s and ’80s. In the Spanish War he was 
for a time on recruiting duty at Cincinnati, but was soon 
ordered to Iloilo, in the Philippine Islands. He was 
transferred to the 25th U.S. Infantry, Sept. 21, 1866, and 
to the-I8th Infantry in April, 1869. He was promoted 
captain, Oct. 15, 1866; major, March 2, 1899; lieutenant 
colonel. 34 U.S. Inf., April 1, 1901, and colonel, 5th Inf., 
Feb. 10, 1903. He was retired April 11, 1905, and was 
advanced to brigadier genera] on the retired list for Civil 





War service, April 11, 1905. He leaves surviving his 
wife and two children, Miss Carolyn Potter Adams and 
2d Lieut. Harry S. Adams, 23d U.S. Inf., stationed at 
Madison Barracks, Sacketts Harbor, N.Y. 

Boatswain John M. A. Shaw, U.S.N., who died at San 
I’rancisco, Cal., Jan. 25, 1907, was a native. of Cali- 
fornia, and was appointed a boatswain, March 24, 1900.

Senator 
Caffery entered the Senate during Cleveland’s second ad- 
ministration. “He was,” writes a correspondent, “famed 
throughout the country as a man of remarkable courage 
of convictions. of lofty patriotism, of great depth of 
thought, all supported by a powerful oratory. His dis- 
position was aS simple and modest as a child’s; a man 
beloved by all who had the fortune to know him. Senator 
Caffery was a warm admirer of the Army and Navy, and 
cften defended the Services against the often unjust at- 
tacks of his colleagues. A monument is to be erected on 
the public square of his native city of Franklin in memory 
of the great features of his character—daring in battle, 
pure and exalted patriotism, physical and moral courage, 
as orator. Jawyer, husband, father, friend, Christian and 
gentleman.” 

Mrs. Carl Reichmann, mother of Capt. Carl Reichmann, 
17th U.S. Inf., died at Neuhausen, Germany, Jan. 1. 

Major Daniel Madden, U.S.A., retired, died on Jan. 25 
at his sister’s home in Dorchester, Mass.

Major 
Madden was a member of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States, and the Army and 
Navy Club in New York.

N.G.N.Y.. died on Jan. 26 after a short illness. Colonel 
Morris and other officers heard the news of Dr. Spence’s 
death with the profoundest regret.

G.O. 18, JAN. 26, 1907, WAR DEPT. 

I. Par. 664, Field Service Regulations, is amended to read as 
follows: 

664. No charge will be made for the subsistence of officers, 
contract surgeons, and contract dental surgeons in field hos- 
pitals unless the duration of the stay in such hospitals is 
longer than forty-eight hours. 

When a soldier is admitted to a base, stationary, or general 
hospital and no descriptive list has been received, the regi- 
mental commander will be notified of the fact by the command- 
ing officer of the hospital.

A General Order is soon to be promulgated by the War 
Department prescribing that limited quantities of sad- 
dlers and farriers’ tools, cleaning material, mules’ shoes, 
ete., shall be issued for the use of machine gun platoons. 
Several requests were made to the War Department by 
commanding officers of organizations that these tools 
should be issued to the platoons and the General Order 
will, therefore, be forthcoming soon. It has also been or- 
dered by the Secretary of War that a circular be issued 
announcing that the Government will furnish horse equip- 
ments and mounts for officers temporarily performing 
mounted duty when practicable.

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ARTILLERY REORGANIZATION. 


Final arrangements have been made by the War Ie- 
partment for the examination for promotion of the 324 
officers of the Artillery Corps whom it will be necessa:y 
to examine before their promotions under the recent 
Artillery reorganization act can become effective. For 
officers of the Coast Artillery examining boards are to 
be convened at Boston, Fort Hamilton, Fort Wadswor‘h, 
two at Fort Monroe, one at Fort Moultrie, and cone 
at San Francisco. For officers serving with the Ficld 
Artillery there will be two boards at Fort Riley, one at 
Fort Myer, one at San Francisco, one in Cuba, and one 
in the Philippines. It will be some time, of course, je- 
fore this large number of officers can be examined iid 
promoted under the provisions of the act. Their records 
for efficiency and their medical records will have to he 
looked up in the War Department and forwarded to the 
boards. The War Department now has under considera- 
tion a proposition to examine officers serving with the 
Coast Artillery only in Coast Artillery subjects, and 
those serving with the Fieid Artillery only in Field Ariil- 
lery subjects. There is every reason to believe that {his 
plan will be adopted. It is thoroughly realized that ‘hie 
officers have little time to prepare for their examinatiois 
and, as there is to be a separation of the Coast and Field 
Artillery, no reason is seen why officers should be «x- 
amined in subjects having particular reference to both 
branches of the Service. 

No definite scheme has yet been decided upon by the 
War Department for the assignment of officers of the 
Artillery Corps to the Coast and Field Artillery. As 
was stated in our issue of Jan. 26, the department has 
requested every officer in the Artillery Corps to express 
his preference for assignment, and as far as possible t!:ese 
will be followed out; but it is realized that it wil! not 
be possible absolutely to approve all of the preferences 
which might entail the selection of a large number of 
officers of about the same age for duty in either the Coast 
or Field Artillery. Every effort is to be made in assign- 
ing officers to prevent the possibility of a “hump” in 
either arm of the Service. Probably some block system 
for the selection of officers for the two arms of the 
vice will finally be decided upon in order that there may 
be a distribution of officers in the Coast and J'ield 
Artillery, so that there-will not be too many offices in 
either branch in the same rank of approximately the same 
age. 

The Paymaster General of the Army has made a siate- 
ment to the Secretary of War, which has been forwarded 
to Congress, giving the deficiency estimate necessar: for 
the five and one-half months remaining in this fiscal! year 
for pay under the Artillery reorganization act, and the 
additional appropriation which will be necessary for the 
pay of the Army as a result of this act for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1908. It is not believed that the ~ rtil- 
lery Corps will be enlisted beyond its old maximum 
strength before the end of the present fiscal year, so the 
Paymaster General has only sent ina deficiency estimate 
ef $326,000 for additional pay for Artillery officers )1r0- 
moted under the act and for the non-commissioned officers 
of the corps whose pay has been raised. Secretary 
Taft has estimated that the enlisted strength of the 
Artillery will be increased by not more than 1,000 
men during the next fiscal year. To pay these men and 
for the extra pay for non-commissioned officers and ofli- 
cers an additional estimate of $1,171,000 has been sen! to 
Congress, and will be added to the Army appropriation 
bill now under consideration in the Senate. 

Officers of the Artillery and of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Army will be interested in a statement ™ ade 
this week by Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ord- 
nance, in regard to the promotion to captaincies in the 
Ordnance Department as a result of the passage of the 
Artillery reorganization bill. General Crozier said: 
“Phere are, in the Ordnance Department, a number of 
cfficers now serving as first lieutenants who will become 
eligible for promotion to the grade of captain. A puny 
ber of others, now first lieutenants in the Artillery Corps: 
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but, who, under the provisions of the Artillery act, will 
not attain their captaincies in that corps, have signified 
their intention to take the coming March examination 
for detail as captain in the Ordnance Department. In 
addition a number of second licutenants of the Artillery 
Corps, who will, under the provisions of the bill, be pro- 
moted to first lieutenants, have signified their intention 
to take the March.examination for detail to the Ordnance 
Department. ‘While the exact ‘action of the department 
is not determined at the present time, it may be stated 
that it does not intend to fill vacancies-in the grade of 
captain in the Ordnance Department to the exclusion of 
all officers of the line who are eligible for detail to that 
grade, and who would not care, should all the vacancies 
in the grade of captain be filled, to come up for examina- 
tion. There are many officers, especially in the Artillery 
Corps; who are of the proper age and attainments for 
detail to the Ordnance Department, and vacancies will 
not be filled so as to shut out this entire class. No final 
decision will be reached until after recommendations are 
received from the board which will examine the papers 
f the candidates who present themselves for examina- 
‘ion for detail on March 4 next. This board will at the 
ame time consider the ‘records: of the officers who are 
ligible- for. re-detail to the Ordnance Department, in 
inking its recommendations.”

THE QUESTION OF SERVICE PAY. 

There is very little prospect that any one of the bills 
introduced in Congress this session to increase the pay of 
ilicers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue 
‘utter Service will be enacted into law before adjourn- 
vent. This is thoroughly understood in Washington by 
‘:e authorities at the War and Navy Departments, but 
ihe fact that such bills were introduced is regarded as a 
evod indication that the time is not far distant when the 
inereased compensation for officers of the Services will be 
cranted, The favorable comment made by Secretary Taft 
on the Dick-Capron bill shows conclusively how the ad- 
jiinistration stands on any proposition looking to increas- 
ing the pay of officers. When this bill was sent to the 
\War Department for comment by the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs it was submitted by the Secretary of 
War to the General Staff of the Army, which made a 
long report recommending that it receive the support of 
ihe department. Secretary Taft’s letter was based upon 
this report of the General Staff. He says that if desired 
statisties can be transmitted showing that the cost of 
living has increased more than twenty per cent. during 
ihe past twenty years, and that during this time there 
has been a great increase in wages by civil corporations 
and employers of labor, skilled and otherwise, to meet 
the advance in prices; but, he adds, as these facts are so 
well known, it is not necessary to submit data. 

“A change in situation involves a move of family and 
liousehold goods, and is always expensive and makes a 
heavy demand upon the officers’ pay,” says Secretary 
!aft in his endorsement on the bill. ‘Where the changes 
ve few and at comparatively long intervals, conditions 
that obtained prior to 1898, some opportunity was given 
for saving to meet such expenditures. The Service to-day, 
however, requires frequent and at times unexpected 
changes of station, with insufficient time interval for ac- 
cumulating sufficient money to meet the expenses of the 
move, Again, service in Alaska and in the insular pos- 
sessions jn many cases necessitates the maintenance of 
t\o establishments, one for the officer in the outlying 
post and the other for his family in the United States, 
in which the most rigid economy must be practised in 
order to make both ends meet. The education of children 
is necessary and an expensive charge against pay. The 
oficer has no fixed habitat, and in the majority of cases 
is so situated that he cannot take advantage of the pub- 
lie school systems of the country.” 

‘The Seeretary also calls attention in his letter to the 
increased cost of officers’ uniforms and equipments, which 
cal's for heavier expenditures than formerly. In addition, 
he declares, service in the tropics necessitates payments 
of extra premiums on life insurance policies. He urgently 
recommends that the bill be given favorable considera- 
tior. 

While there is a disposition in Congress at the pres- 
ent ‘ime to be generous in the matter of pay for Govern- 
ment employees, it is not considered that there is sufficient 
tine left before adjournment to give full consideration to 
this measure and enact it into Jaw. The members of the 
two military committees are known to be generally favor- 
ably inclined toward the bill, however, and we believe 
that there is an excellent chance for a general increase 
in officers’ salaries in another session of Congress. 
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It is probable that the recent tempest in a _ teapot 
caused by certain: Congressmen who had been led to be- 
lieve officers of the Navy were endeavoring to bring 
influence to bear in support of the Naval personnel bill, 
has practically blown over as a result of the positive 
Sentiment which developed in the Senate favorable to al- 
lowing Naval officers the rights of other citizens to ex- 
press themselves on pending measures affecting their pro- 
fession, No evidence has been adduced showing that 
“a coterie of naval officers,’ or, in fact, anyone directly 
connected with the Navy, was responsible for the circular 
letiers sent to midshipmen at the Naval Academy in which 
it was suggested, that the midshipmen ought to importune 
their respective fathers to write to the various Senators 
and Members of Congress asking them actively to support 
the personnel bill. The communication sent to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, on Jan. 25, by Representative Prince, 





enclosing copies of these printed circulars and requesting 
that the Secretary make an investigation to ascertain if 
Naval officers had combined for the purpose of influencing 
legislation, has been thoroughly looked into by the Secre- 
tary. Representative Prince’s letter, together with the 
circulars, was sent by Secretary Metcalf to Rear Ad- 
miral Sands, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
asking him for a report. The report of Admiral Sands 
was received by the Navy Department on Jan. 29. He 
stated that he had had no knowledge whatever of any 
such circulars being received by midshipmen, nor did he 
know who sent them out. He also enclosed a statement 
made by the commandant of midshipmen at the Academy, 
who also disclaimed any knowledge of the circulars, 
which, he said, he had not known that the midshipmen 
had been receiving. This information was communi- 
eated to Representative Prince by the Navy Depart- 
ment. At the Navy Department there had been no 
knowledge of the existence of the circulars until atten- 
tion was called to them by Representative Prince. They 
were not sent out by the Department, nor with the 
knowledge of the Department by any officers of the Navy, 
and it is believed that they were fathered by a gentleman 
not now in the Naval Service, but who is a graduate of 
Annapolis and has always shown a great interest in the’ 
Service. The resolution introduced in the Senate on 
Jan. 25 by Senator Eugene Hale, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, directing the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to investigate the alleged violation by 
officers of the Navy of Articles 231 and 232 of the Naval 
Regulations, will probably come to nothing. After being 
modified in the Senate on Jan. 26 it was submitted to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs from which, notwith- 
standing the fact that Senator Hale is the Chairman of 
that Committee, it will doubtless never emerge. The 
resolution appears in another column in connection with 
extracts from the debate upon it,

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As we have already and as stated by Major Daniel H. 
Boughton, 11th U.S. Cav., in a notice to the Army pub- 
lished in another column, the appeal of Pvt. Homer E. 
Grafton, U.S.A., from the decree of the Supreme Court 
of the Philippines has been docketed in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It will probably be argued 
in March. As now arranged, Grafton will be represented 
by Mr. John Hi. Atwood, of Kansas City, and Mr. F. D. 
McKenney, of Washington, and it may be that they will 
have as an associate Capt. Clarence S. Nettles, J.A.G. 
Dept., U.S.A., who so ably conducted Grafton’s defense 
hefore the courts of the Philippines. It should also be 
kept in mind that Mr. Fouis A. Pradt, a Washington 
lawyer of high standing and former Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States, has kindly volunteered his 
services in behalf of Grafton. He is a friend of Mr. Me- 
Kinney and will co-operate with him in any way that 
may be thought best. ‘To defray the expenses involved in 
the appeal of this case, which is one of concern to every 
member of the military Service, Major Boughton appeals 
to the Army for modest subscriptions to a fund for that 
purpose, with the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL to act as 
custodian of the same. The fund now in our hands 
amounts to $259.35, as heretofore reported. Private Graf- 
ton’s position is one of extreme embarrassment, A soldier 
of excellent record, he is in prison in Manila under a sen- 
tence of twelve years imposed by a civil court for acts 
which, in the judgment of a court-martial, were per- 
formed in the line of duty. The United States Govern- 
ment, whose servant he was, has done and will-do nothing 
to place his case before the United States Supreme Court, 
the tribunal which, it is believed, will vindicate him and 
restore him to liberty. On the contrary, his appeal will 
be opposed by the Attorney General of the United States, 
thus presenting the curious and sinister spectacle of our 
highest prosecuting officer defending the bold proposition 
that an American citizen and soldier who, in obedience to 
orders, engages in military service in an American terri- 
tory beyond the sea, thereby forfeits his constitutional 
right to a trial by jury in cases involving his life and 
liberty.« That question is the immediate issue in Graf- 
ton’s appeal, and it involves the interest of every member 
of the Army. To the Army itself, unaided by the Gov- 
ernment, is left the task of carrying the case before our 
highest legal tribunal for a final decision. We are con- 
fident, therefore, that Major Boughton’s request for con- 
tributions to the Grafton defense fund will be responded 
to promptly, generously and in characteristic army fash- 
ion. It is disheartening to find a soldier of our Army 
punished for doing his duty, without a hand being lifted 
in his defense by the War Department, under whose or- 
ders he was acting.

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Dr. W. Wharton Hollingsworth, a distinguished Phila- 
delphian, who is deeply interested in the upbuilding of 
the Navy both in ships and personnel, has addressed an 
open letter to Senator Hale, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, in which he severely condemns 
the Senator’s hostile attitude toward the Navy Personnel 
Bill. He denies Senator Hale’s assertion that Navy 
officers are trying to force the passage of the personnel 
bill, and explains that the many letters favoring the meas- 
ure which are pouring in upon the naval committees of 
both houses of Congress are the result of an agitation 





-instituted by the Navy League, of which Dr. Hollings- 


worth himself is a prominent official, but to which no 
officer of the Navy can belong. “You,” says Dr. Hollings- 
worth, addressing Senator Hale, “are credited, rightly or 
wrongly, as controlling all legislation for the Navy, there- 
fore the nation looks to you more than any one else 


and holds you to a greater responsibility than any of 
your associates for all that staads (legislatively) for the 
betterment of our naval power and efficiency. Procrasti- 
nating and obstructing policies have ruled with both 
Senate and House Committee cn Naval Affairs instead 
of policies of energy and progress. The nation’s pulse 
is never taken or considered in relation to naval affairs 
or our naval estabMshment, therefore it would be strange 
if for once the Naval Committee did take it on the sub- 
ject of the Navy Personnel Bill. The pity is that that 
bill does not contain a clause to legislate out of the 
naval committees those members who have from long 
tenure become imbued with the idea that they own the 
Navy or, because of age, become obstructionists. Public 
opinion and feeling are becoming restive under the knowl- 
edge that you, as Chairman of the Senate Committee, 
have been given or have usurped dictatorial power as 
to what shall or shail not be allowed legislatively to the 
Navy. The public recognize your ability and honesty, 
they also recognize that you have failed to keep pace with 
the progress of the world in relation to naval affairs. 
They respect you as Eugene Hale, esq., but they consider 
you misplaced as the Chairman of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee.”

The late Calvia Goddard, colonel and adjutant general 
of volunteers during the Civil War, used to tell a story 
of his experiences when an adjutant general on the staff 
of General Rosecrans to this effect: Goddard on one oc- 
casion sent to a general officer under Rosecrans’s com- 
mand a communication in the name of his general, which 
gave great offence to its recipient, who appeared at head- 
quarters in a high state of combustion. Flourishing the 
letter, he demanded to know why he had been made the 
victim of so offensive a communication. Rosecrans, who 
had never seen the letter, without repudiating it, smooth- 
ed over the matter as well as he could. When his angry 
visitor had departed the General turned upon his young 
adjutant and gave him a lesson, which he never forgot, 
as to the proper use of the discretion reposed in him. We 
present this story in contrast to the action of Governor 
Hughes, of New York, in issuing an order flatly re- 
pudiating an order previously issued jn his name by the 
Adjutant General, N. H. Henry. If the Governor con- 
cluded that conditions were such as to require the issue of 
such an order, his action in the matter should have been 
followed by a request for the resignation of his adjutant 
general. Assuming that the action of General Henry has 
been in accordance with the precedents of his office, this 
public repudiation of him by his chief would seem to 
leave him no alternative consistent with self-respect, but 
the prompt resignation which he is reported to have 
tendered. It is a case where the Japanese principle 
of hari-kari to avenge outraged honor would seem 
to apply. How can an adjutant general hold his 
proper relations to the National Guard when the Governor 
gives public notice that his signature to an order is no 
evidence of its authenticity? The attempt of the Gov- 
ernor to euter into every detail of military administra- 
tion would paralyze the Guard. 
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A staff officer of the Navy writes, saying: “I was very 
much interested in the arguments of Comdr. B. A. Fiske, 
published in your issue of Jan. 26. They are sound and 
perfectly reasonable in every way, and I think they apply 
equally well to the retired list. Of course the supposition 
among Jaymen is that the rank carries the title with it, 
and they will use it, but it is denied to us who hold 
the rank. Congress, I suppose, can confer a rank upon 
any civilian, and would it in such a case deprive him of the 
title belonging to the rank? The title of rear admiral 
in itself would not enhance prestige nor change status one 
jota. It is having an intended honor conferred upon 
us by law, and then being denied the benefit of it, what- 
ever that benefit may be; that is, keep it quiet, that makes 
it objectionable, and as if we were unworthy of such an 
honor. ‘There are occasions when it may become neces- 
sary, or, at least desirable, to designate one’s rank, which 
can be done only by the title. The title of chief engineer 
is a good one, but is no designation of rank. For instance, 
we have four different ranks of chief engineers, from rear 
admiral down to lieutenant commander now on the retired 
list, but all chief engineers. 1f a chief engineer wished 
to address the Navy Department without giving it the 
trouble of looking over the Register to see what rank he 
held, he would have to say chief engineer with the rank of 
rear admiral, U.S. Navy. ‘This seems rather cumbersome. 
It might be abbreviated by using the initials only, thus, 
C.E. with the R. of R.A., U.S.N., but this does not 
better it much.’

The refusal of the Union Pacific and the Northwestern 
railway companies to make any special rates for troops 
and equipment passing over their lines en route to or from 
the Philippines is entirely justified by the new law for- 
bidding discriminations in freight or passenger rates on 
roads engaged in inter-state traffic. It will doubtless 
cause some embarrassment to the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment, which is already obliged to practise the strictest 
economy in disbursements for transportation, but as a 
matter of business policy it is not open to criticism. 
If the Government should seek or accept favors in the 
way of special rates from carrying ccmpanies its example 
might easily persuade individuals to do the same, secretly 
or otherwise. In such things the principle of special 
privileges should apply to the Government as wel] as to 
individuals, io ee 
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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

The President has approved and signed the following 
acts and joint resolutions recently passed by Congress: 
S.R. 80, authorizing the Secretary of War to furnish two 
three-inch wrought-iron muzzle-loading cannon, with their 
carriages, limbers, and accessories, to the State of South 
Dakota; S. 1933, for the relief of George T. Pettengill, 
lieutenant, U.S. Navy; S. 2262, fordhe relief of Pay Dir. 
E. B. Rogers, U.S. Navy; S. 3820, for the relief of Eunice 
Tripler; S. 3923, to reorganize and to increase the efti- 
ciency of the Artillery of the U.S. Army; S. 5675, for 
the relief of Major Seymour Howell, U.S. Army, retired ; 
S.R. 13, authorizing the Secretary of War to award the 
Congressional medal of honor to Roe Reisinger; S. 4423, 
providing for the donation of obsolete cannon with their 
carriages and equipments to the University of Idaho; 
H.R. 24048, uuthorizing the Secretary of War to locate 
a right of way for a line of railroad through the Fort 
Wright Military Reservation, State of Washington, to the 
Spokane and Inland Empire Railroad Company. 

Secretary Taft appeared before the sub-committee on 
appropriations of the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on Jan, 30 and made a strong argument in favor of 
* increasing the pay of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army. In the course of his hearing before the commit- 
tee the Secretary said he did not favor any proposition 
which provided for a twenty per cent. increase in the 
pay of enlisted men and only a ten per cent. increase in 
the pay of officers. He declared that the officers should 
have at least twenty per cent. increase and, in his opin- 
inion, needed the additional pay even more than the en- 
listed men whom the Government fed, clothed, housed and 
supplied with heat and light. He did not wish to be un- 
derstood as not favoring a twenty per cent. increase for 
enlisted men, for he did believe that this additional pay 
should be given, but he thought it should also be given to 
officers. It is hardly thought probable, however, that the 
Senate Committee will incorporate this additional pay 
proposition in the Military bill, although, of course, it 
may do so. 

Secretary Taft has officially given his approval to the 
proposed amendment to the Army Appropriation bill, in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator Burrows, giving the 
privilege of retirement with advanced rank to five briga- 
dier generals who served during the Civil War and who 
have been brigadier generals for three years or more. 
This amendment was sent to the War Department by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs with a request 
for an expression of opinion and was returned by Secre- 
tary Taft with an endorsement in which he stated that 
“the Department would be very glad to have this amend- 
ment adopted and thoroughly approves of it.’’ It is be- 
lieved that as far as the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs and the Senate are concerned the amendment will 
pass, but it would appear there will be some opposition to 
it in the House Committee on Military Affairs on the 
part of Representative Parker, New Jersey... Should the 
amendment become law it is probable that the only offi- 
cer who will take carly advantage of its provisions is 
Quartermaster General Humphrey. Both Surgeon Gen- 
eral O’Reilly and Judge Advocate General Davis have 
still some time to serve and neither of them is contem- 
plating retirement at this time. 

The War Department on Jan. 31 sent to the Senate an 
estimate that $9,792,058 will be needed as an additional 
appropriation for the support of the Army for the com- 
ing year, by reason of the passage of the bill to reorganize 
and increase the efficiency of the Artillery Corps. 

About fifty subpeenas were issued Jan. 29 by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs for witnesses whose testi- 
mony is desired in connection with the Brownsville in- 
quiry. They comprise commissioned officers of the Army, 
citizens of Brownsville and some of the discharged sol- 


diers. The Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate will send the 
subpenas to the United States Marshal in Texas to 
serve. 


The Senate on Jan. 25 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing monthly pensions: $40 to the widow of Rear Admiral 
Louis J. Allen, U.S.N.. retired; $50 to the widow of 1st 
Lieut. Francis H. Iarrington, U.S.M.C.; $16 to the 
widow of Allen McKean, late additional paymaster, 
U.S.A.; $30 to Oliver Morton, late boatswain’s mate, 
U.S.N.; $12 to the widow of John T. Mason, late as- 
sistant surgeon, U.S.N., war with Mexico, and $20 to 
the widow of Joseph S. Fdsall, late paymaster’s clerk, 
U.S.N. 





The Senate on Jan. 25 passed S. 1566, which “author- 
izes the President to nominate and, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Serate, to appoint Isaiah Heylin 
McDonald a second lieutenant, mounted, in the Army of 
the U.S., and to place him upon the retired list of the 
Army with that rank, on account of disabilities con- 
tracted in the Service and line of duty, and the retired 
list is increased by one for this purpose; but no pay or 
allowances shall be paid him for any time he has been 
out of the Service.” 

Mr. Dick has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the bill (H.R. 23551) making appropria- 
tion for the support of the Army for year ending June 30, 
1908, viz.: Insert the following: “That the President be, 
and he is hereby, authorized to include within the pro- 
visions of the Act of April 23, 1904, providing for in- 
creased grade on the retired list to certain officers of the 
Army with Civil War records, and as of the date of said 
act, such officers with such Civil War records below the 
grade of brigadier general as have heretofore been re- 
tired on account of wounds or disability incident to the 
Service under the provisions of the Act of Oct. 1, 1890.” 

The fellowing proposed amendments to appropriation 
hills have been submitted to the Senate: By Mr. Burrows, 
relative to the retirement with increased rank of brigadier 
generals new on the active list of the Army and who 
served creditably during the Civil War, to the Army ap- 
propriation bill. By Mr. Foster, to appropriate $25,000 
for the completion of a monument to the memory of the 
soldiers who fell in the battle of New Orleans, to the 
Army Appropriation bill. By Mr. Perkins, to appropri- 
ate $15,000 for continuing the improvement of the 
grounds within the Presidio Military Reservation at San 
Francisco, Cal., to the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

Mr. McCumber has introduced in the Senate a bill 
(S. 8155) to create a commission to inquire into the 
matter of salaries and compensations of Federal officials 
and employees, to report to Congress a proposed bill for 
the purpose of curing inequalities and discrepancies that 
have arisen in the matter of salaries and compensations 
of officials and employees, and for other purposes ; officers 
of the Army and Navy are among those mentioned in the 
bill whose salaries are to be inquired into. 

The Secretary of State has submitted to Congress, at 
the instance of the Secretary of the Navy, a request that 
Comdr. Richard T. Mulligan, U.S, Navy, be authorized 


by Congress to accept a silver cup presented to him by the 
President of Guatemala in recognition of services ren- 
dered in connection with the treaty of peace concluded 
asad 20, 1906, between Guatemala, Salvador, and Hon- 
duras. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs in their favor- 
able report on H.R. 22291, authorizing the reappoint- 
ment of Harry Mcl.. P. Huse to the line of the Navy, 
give the record of Professor Huse and quote the following 
views entertained by distinguished officers in the Navy 
relative to the proposed transfer. The officers have all 
had special opportunity to observe his services: Admiral 
Sands: “It would be a loss to the naval service to deny 
so valuable an officer as Prof. H. P. Huse, U.S. Navy, an 
opportunity to return to active service afloat.” Admiral 
Brownson : “While in my opinion the services of Professor 
Huse were most valuable to the Naval Academy, I think 
that the Service lost an excellent sea officer when the 
transfer was made. Should Professor Huse be restored 
to the line of the Navy, I should regard myself as for- 
tunate were I to have his services at my command in any 
capacity whatever.” Admiral Glass: “I have the honor 
to state that such transfer would be in my opinion in the 
interests of the Service.” Captain Wainwright: “I can 
assure you that his return to the line will be an advantage 
to the Navy. His general reputation in the Navy sustains 
his reputation for good work on the Gloucester.” 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs have recom- 
mended the passage of the bill H.R. 7676, authorizing 
the promotion on the retired list of Capt. Allen V. Reed 
to commodore, amended so as to promote him to rear ad- 
miral. They give the record of Captain Reed from the 
time of his appointment as an acting midshipman, his 
graduation, first, in his class in 1858, and second, in ac- 
ademic rank at final graduation after two years’ ser- 
vice until his enforced retirement, June 11, 1896, when 
he stood at the head of the list of captains. The report 
reviews the proceedings in the case of Captain Reed to 
explain the conclusion of the Committee that he was most 
unfairly treated, and concludes as follows: “The Commit- 
tee, upon the examination of the foregoing facts and 
circumstances, believes and reports that, in its opinion, 
the said Allen V. Reed was grievously wronged in being 
deprived of the promotion and advancement which were 
his right, and in being prematurely and peremptorily 
forced from the active service of the Navy, to which he 
had contributed his lifelong service and abilities. The 
board which first examined him for promotion was in all 
respects duly and legally constituted and was composed 
of men who stood high in the Service. They found him 
fully qualified for promotion, and so unanimously recom- 
mended. This finding of said board was fully and care- 
fully reviewed by the Secretary of the Navy, who with- 
out restriction or condition recommended his promotion. 
Ilis record was without a blemish, and his services had 
been of a high and meritorious order. Moreover, educa- 
tionally and morally he stood as high as any man in the 
Navy; and yet, withouf cause, without any charges being 
filed, without any ground existing for the filing of charges, 
without any conceivable or assignable serious reason 
whatever, he was subjected to this unjust treatment. 
This was the reward, the commendation, for a lifetime 
of valuable service. He offered his services to the Navy 
Department on the 8th day of March, 1898, and his ser- 
vices as an officer were accepted by the Department on 
April 30, 1898, and he continued from that date in the ac- 
tive performance of his duties throughout the Spanish- 
American War until the 9th day of November of the 
same year. He is without remedy except through the aid 
of Congress. Your committee is therefore of the opinion 
that the bill for his relief should pass.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has voted 
to report favorably S. 5888, which provides for the ap- 
pointment of Lieut. James Carroll, assistant surgeon, U. 
S.A., as a major on the retired list. Lieutenant Carroll 
is now on the active list and is stationed in Washington 
on duty as curator of the Army and Navy Museum there, 
and is also in charge of the laboratory of the office of the 
Surgeon General of the Army. His case is most excep- 
tional. His promotion to be a major is urgently recom- 
mended by the authorities of the War Department, be- 
cause of the meritorious services he has rendered. He en- 
tered the Military Service on Jan. 9, 1874, and served 
for nine years as a private, sergeant and first sergeant 
of infantry. The following sixteen years he served in 
the Army as a hospital steward and on May 23, 1898, 
having been graduated in medicine, he was appointed a 
contract surgeon. On Oct. 27, 1902, he was given an ap- 
pointment in the Regular Service as a first lieutenant 
and assistant surgeon. In 1900 Lieutenant Carroll went 
to Cuba as a member of the commission to investigate 
yellow fever. In reporting on this bill to the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, Surgeon General O’Reilly 
of the Army mentions this and says “he distinguished 
himself as a member of that board, not only by his sci- 
entific work as a member of the commission, but also for 
having offered himself for experiment to demonstrate the 
transmission of yellow fever by the mosquito. He suf- 
fered in this way a very severe attack of the disease, be- 
ing the first case of experimental yellow fever. He was 
commended by the Hon. Elihu Root, Secretary of War, in 
his report for the year 1902, for his share in connection 
with the great scientific achievements of the commission. 
He is, in my opinion, far too valuable a man to be placed 
on the retired list as provided by this bill. I recommend, 
therefore, that this bill be passed, so amended as to give 
Dr. Carroll the grade of major on the active list, the 
number of majors in the Medical Corps being increased 
by one for this purpose. Dr. Carroll will be fifty-two 
years old in June, and stands 162 on the list of assistant 
surgeons. There is thus but little prospect under present 
conditions of his reaching the grade of major before his 
retirement, in any other way than by a special act of 
Congress.”’ . 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably S. 6447, to authorize the appointment of Acting 
Asst. Surg. George R. Plummer, U.S.N., as an assistant 
surgeon in the Navy. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably H.R. 18007, to authorize the appointment of 
Acting Asst. Surg. Julian Taylor Miller, U.S. Navy, as 
an assistant surgeon in the Navy. The House Naval 
Committee also reported the bill favorably, saying: 
“There has existed, and still exists, great difficulty in 
obtaining qualified men in the Medical Corps of the Navy. 
There are now a great number of vacancies. Acting Asst. 
Surg. Julian ‘Taylor Miller has served satisfactorily as 
such since Jan. 9, 1903,-but is ineligible under existing 
law for appointment because he now exceeds the age limit 
by four and one-half years.” 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably H.R. 7741, waiving the age limit for admission 
to the Pay Corps of the U.S. Navy in the case of Pay 
Clerk Walter Delafield Bollard, U.S.N. The House Naval 
Committee also reported the bill favorably, quoting the 
report of Lieut. (now Lieut. Comdr.) B. Bierer, 
U.S.N., who was the commanding officer of the Yosemite, 
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on which Pay Clerk Bollard served. It shows that 0» 
the morning of Nov. 16, 1900, the U.S.S. Yosemite was 
at sea some forty miles off the island of Guam, in a sinkin- 
condition from having struck on the coral reef in the har. 
bor of San Luis d’Apra. Guam, and then having bee 

blown to sea on Noy. 13, 1900. After the crew and ofti 
cers had abandoned the ship Pay Clerk Bollard was sei: 
to rescue the Government funds on the Yosemite, he b 

ing the pay officer of the ship and in charge of the funds. 
A very heavy sea was running at the time, and ship’s suu- 
den disappearance was likely to occur owing to the leaky 
and weakened condition of the bulkheads. Under the: . 
trying and dangerous conditions Mr. Bollard successfull, 
superintended _the transfer from the U.S.S. Yosemite t) 
the U.S.S. Justin, in ship’s boats, of some $80,000, Mexi- 
can, weighing about three tons, and $1,400 U.S. gol 

Capt. Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., also made a report o1 
Mr. Bollard’s good record, and said: “From the cou- 
viction that Mr. Bollard is from ability and personality 
deserving of a commission in the Navy, I respectfully 
commend his case to favorable consideration by the D.- 
partment.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, to whic) 
was referred the bill (S. 6104) to create the office of ca).- 
tain in the Philippine Scouts, has reported it favorab!., 
recommending its passage without amendment. The o-- 
ganization of Philippine Scouts was made by the Presi- 
dent in pursuance of authority conferred by Section :\5 
of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901. The reasons for the enaci- 
ment of the legislation proposed in the pending bill ar 
fully set forth in the report of the Secretary of War f:r 
the year 1904, from which the committee quotes, in pa 
as follows: 

“The Philippine Scouts number now a little over 4,06 }. 
They ought to have, and need, rather, more than Americ: 1 
soldiers do, a full complement of officers. There are now 
in the service two lieutenants to each company. Many 
of them have rendered praiseworthy service and are en- 
titled to promotion. It seems to me wise, therefore. ‘o 
create the office of captain in these companies, not for lif, 
but for a term of four years, and to limit the eligibl.s 
for appointment to those who are lieutenants in the 
scouts. The law now provides for the appointment of 
majors from the regular line to command battalions, «f 
which there would be, if the force were formed into ba’- 
talions, thirteen. The present law provides for the a)- 
pointment of captains of scouts from the lieutenants and 
captains of the Regular Army, but the truth is thet 
the Regular Army cannot stand the drain of its officers 
for such a purpose. The use of thirteen majors is is 
much as the Regular Army should be called upon to supp!y 
for this purpose. There are a few of the lieutenants 
in the scout companies that are Filipinos, but most of 
them are Americans.” 

As there are now in service fifty companies of Philij)- 
pine Scouts, the oneration of the legislation suggested 
would be to add fifty officers of the grade of captain to 
the existing military establishment. The committee is 
unanimously in accord with the Secretary in his opinion 
that the creation of. the office of captain in the Philip- 
pine Scouts would be greatly beneficial to that organizi- 
tion, and earnestly indorses the proposed legislation. 





The Naval Appropriution bill appears on page 628 of 
this issue. 

Paymaster General Rogers, of the Navy, in the course 
of his hearing on the Navy Appropriation bill before tie 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, made an interesting 
explanation of the item for the purchase of 75,000 United 
States Army emergency rations for the use of the Navy. 
The item, he stated, was placed in the estimates on (i 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, and its purpose is 
to supply to ships what is called “for abandon shi).” 
“We have a monthly drill on shipboard for the eventu- 
alities of wreck,” said the Paymaster General, “in which 
every boat in the ship is fitted out with her entire outtit 
of arms, instruments, and food, and every man fiat 
would go into her, and she leaves the ship, so that the 
ship is absolutely without anyone on board. That is a 
monthly drill. Now, instead of using dummies for ‘hat 
drill, as is done in the British navy, we use an actual 
ration—that is, bread and meat. Those two articles re 
put in the boats. You can well imagine that in a cutter. 
for instance, with thirty-five or forty men on board, the 
amount of food for five days will be very bulky, «nd 
these emergency rations are recommended for the pur- 
pose of taking the place of those ‘abandon ship’ raticns. 
which are separated from the rations of the ship, every 
box being marked and stowed in a particular place, »nd 
in a very handy place, so that in case of wreck of the 
ship they can be put instantly into the boats when tlie 
ship is abandoned. The consequence is that there ‘s a 
large amount of bulk and weight in the boats, wich 
contain the crew and officers, when the ship is abandoned, 
and also during those drills a large destruction of ro- 
visions naturally occurs, because those provisions that 
are being so handled once a month are more or less 
broken and destroyed and they go to waste and are a 
loss every year. The idea is to put 75,000 of those 
emergency rations in place of the other rations, anu the 
gain will be very great. ‘They cost but two or so cents more 
than the regular ration, and the saving will be quit 
per cent, in volume and 80 per cent. in weight.” 

The Navy Department is of opinion that midshi; en 
who became disabled in line of duty while serving as offi- 
cers at sea should have the benefit of the retirement ‘aws 
in the same manner as other officers of the Navy, and ac 
cordingly it looks with favor upon the passage of Hi.R. 
22027, to place Harold D. Childs on the retired list of the 
Navy, modified to read as follows: “That the Presiden be, 
and is hereby, authorized to nominate and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint Harold P. 
Childs, late midshipman, an ensign in the United S:ates 
Navy, and to place him upon the retired list as such. with 
three-fourths the pay of his grade.” After completing his 
course at the Naval Academy Mr. Childs developed 
chronic tuberculosis of the lungs and was compelled [0 
resign before obtaining his appointment of ensign. _ 

The House Committees on Pensions and Invalid ‘’en- 
sions, sitting as one body, Jan. 29, gave their unanivous 
approval to the Senate Service Pension Bill, passed Jan. 
11. It will be reported to the House with a recommena- 
tion that it be agreed to. The text of the bill wi'! be 
found on page 569 of our issue of Jan. 19. , ’ 

The House on Jan, 24 passed the General Pension bill. 
which carries a total appropriation of $138,138,500. rhe 
bill contains the following proviso: “That the appropria- 
tion aforesaid for Navy pensions shal] be paid from the 
income of the Navy pension fund so far as the same shall 
be sufficient for that purpose: Provided further, a! 
the amount expended under each of the above items _— 
be accounted for separately: And provided further, Tha 
hereafter the age of sixty-two years and over. shall be con- 
sidered a permanent specific disability within the mean 
ing of the pension laws.” Mr. Norris offered an anor 
ment, which was ruled out on a point of order, providing 
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“That hereafter any widow of a soldier of the Civil War 
applying under the general law for a pension as such 
widow shall not be required, to prove that her husband’s 
death was the result of his Army service.” The bill 
as introduced carried a proviso for salaries of $4,000 
each of nine agents for the payment of pensions. Mr. 
Gardner of Michigan offered a substitute proviso, which 
was accepted, “for salary of one agent for the payment of 
pensions, $4,000,” so that the bill as passed abolishes 
all of the agencies for the payment of the pensioners in 
the United States except one, which might be located 
onvwhere, but as Representative Keiffer noted during the 
lebate, would be located in Washington. The amend- 
nent, it was stated, is purely in the interests of economy 
and will not inconvenience the old soldier.

that have been issued under the provisions of the joint 


yesolution of Congress approved July 12, 1862, and the 
Act approved March 8, 1863, to require the surrender of 
the old medals, it being clear that the Act of Congress 

yvoved April 23, 1904, contemplates an exchange of 
the old medals for the new. It is proposed in this joint 
resolution to enact a law allowing the persons to whom 
iwedals of honor have heretofore been awarded to retain 
possession of the old medals as well as the medals author- 
ized by the Act of April 23, 1904, thus permitting every 
helder of a medal of honor heretofore awarded to have 
in his possession two medals for the same service. Hith- 
erto the Department has not favored the proposal, but 
there appears to be a very general desire to retain old 
iiedals when medals of the new design are issued. In 
view of this fact, and because the pending joint resolu- 
tion contains the proviso “that no recipient of both med- 
als shall wear both medals at the same time,” it is be- 

ved that no particular ill effect is likely to be produced 
ly the enactment of ‘the proposed legislation. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, to which 
was referred) H.R. 23630, authorizing the President to 
nominate and appoint Birehie O. Mahaffey, John A.

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the Secretary of War to issue, on the requisition of the Gov-

disposition of the cannon and other stores already issued. 

The bill was read the third time in the Senate Jan. 
29 and passed, and it now goes to the House for concur- 
rence in the above amendments.

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NEXT NATIONAL RIFLE COMPETITION. 


Important action was taken by the National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice at its annual meeting 
held at the War Department in Washington on Jan. 25. 
It was decided that Camp Perry at the Ohio National 
Range and Camp Grounds, near Fort Clinton, Ottawa 
County, Ohio, be designated as the place for the National 
Rifle Competition in 1907. Aug. 26 and 27 next were 
designated as the two days for preliminary practice, and 
the National Matches for the year will take place im- 
mediately after. The first important business to come 
before the board was the report of the Committee on 
Rules and Regulations. After a thorough consideration 
of this report the following changes were agreed to: The 
National Match will be preceded by two days’ prelimi- 
nary team practice, the amount and kind for each teany 
to be determined by the respective team captains; the 
time for firing and the ranges, targets, etc., for this prac- 
tice to be allotted each team by the executive officer, who 
will meet requisites as far as practicable. The words‘skir- 
mish, rapid and slow,” were substituted after the words 
“kinds of fire’ for the words “slow, rapid and skirmish.” 
A rearrangement was made of the three lines appearing 
under the head “Distances” as follows: Skirmish. fire, 
one run; rapid fire, 200 yards; slow fire, 200, 600, 800 
and 1,000 yards. With regard to the “number of shots” 
the following was substituted: “Skirmish fire, 20 shots: 
rapid fire, 10 shots; slow, fire, 2 sighting shots, and 10 
shots for record at each range.” 

One of the most important amendments made by the 
hoard was with regard to the kind of arm to be used and 
the kind of ammunition in the National Matches. Car- 
bines have been eliminated and the paragraph in the 
tules and Regulations is made to read as follows: 
“Arms: United States Service rifles (United States 
magazine rifle, model of 1898), with not less than three 
pound trigger pull.” The following regulation was adopt- 
ed for ammunition: ‘Ammunition: Any machine load- 
ed ammunition manufactured in the United States. 
Requisitions by the proper authorities must be filed with 
the War Department not later than March 15, 1907, for 
the ammunition desired, giving the name of maker, quan- 
tity required for preliminary practice and for the match; 
the latter to be issued by the ordnance officer on the 
range where the match is shot. The ammunition to be 
used in the match must be from the same contract or or- 
der as that issued for preliminary practice. Those not 
filing requisitions by March 15 will be supplied with 
Government ammunition as heretofore.” 

On page 2 of the Regulations the six lines ap- 
pearing under the heading “Distances and Order of 
Fire,” were stricken out and the following were substi- 
tuted: “1. One skirmish run. 2. 200 yards, rapid fire. 
+3. 200 yards run, slow fire. 4. 600 yards, slow fire. 5. 
S800 yards, slow fire. 6. 1,000 yards, slow fire. This or- 
der of fire will not be changed.” 

On page 3 of the Regulations after the word “compe- 
tition” in the tenth and eleventh lines, the following is 
added: ‘And that he is eligible as a member of his team 
under the conditions of this match. These certificates 
shall be prepared upon a blank provided by the War De- 
partment and will be submitted at least twenty-four 
hours before the beginning of the match by th: executive 
officer, who shall pass thereon.” The sixth paragraph on 
page 12 of the Regulations is eliminated and the follow- 
ing substituted: “Disabled gun—if a gun becomes dis- 
abled from any cause, the incomplete score will be count- 
ed and a competitor will not be allowed to complete the 
run, This applies to all matches. Hits, direct or rico- 
chet, will be scored.” In the National Match and in the 
National Individual Match the men are authorized to use 
a micrometer and small individual score book. They will 
not be permitted any other aid or device at the firing 
point. Under the heading “Cleaning” the following new 
paragraph is added: “Iouling: No firing, except at the 
targets or in a fouling or warming pit, will be permitted 
under any circumstances. Any violation of this rule will 
disqualify the competitor from further participation in 
the meet.” 





ARMY ENGINEERS SHOULD BUILD CANAL. 
(From the New York Sun, Jan. 30.) 


Washington, Jan. 29.—The unwisdom of attempting 
the construction of the Panama Canal by the system thus 
far employed is declared by the plan to build the canal 
by contract. Admitting all that can be said in favor of 
the contract plan, there remains the fact that a greater 
wisdom would be shown by placing the enterprise entire- 
ly in the hands of the Engineer Corps of the United 
States Army. 

Of the competency of that organization there can be 
no doubt. The scope of its practical experience is wide. 
We are told that this contractor or that has done or is 
doing certain work involving millions of dollars. Con- 
tractor A has built certain dams, Contractor B has built 
so many miles of railway, and Contractor C has dug this 
or that canal. The work done by our Engineer Corps in- 
cludes the building of locks, dams and canals, the dredg- 
ing of rivers and harbors, the construction of bridges and 
breakwaters, the erection of public buildings and the con- 
struction of fortifications, the making of surveys and the 
preparation of plans and specifications preparatory or in- 
cidental to the carrying on of business on a scale which 
is rivaled by few if any private concerns. Its work goes 
on so quietly and steadily that it passes unnoticed. The 
result of the skill and the energy of our Army engineers 
is not used for advertising purposes by the War Depart- 
ment. Yet the work done by the corps represents an ay- 
erage annual business of about $25,000, . 

The ability and the experience of our engineer officers 
are beyond question. From the ranking officer, Brigadier 
General Mackenzie, to the latest appointment to the sec- 
ond lieutenancy, all are graduates of the Military Acade- 
my at West Point. The thorough technical training of 
that school is supplemented by practical experience in 
construction work. Their integrity and their fidelity are 
beyond impeachment, notwithstanding the disgraceful Sa- 





vannah affair. No security bonds are needed for the pro- 
tection of the Government. 

So far as the people know the only criticism ever heard 
regarding the corps relates to an alleged lagging of the 
work done under its control. No such charge is ever 
made when it builds a road or a bridge for the advance 
of an army in time of war. No one charged Gen. Baldy 
Smith, of the United States Engineer Corps, with being 
slow when he threw his pontoon bridge across the Ten- 
nessee on the night of Oct. 26, 1863. No charge of dila- 
toriness can be brought against the officer who a few 
weeks ago saved a million dollars’ worth of property by 
assuming the responsibility of blowing up $80,000 worth 
of dam. <A contractor would have let the property go for 
fear of being called upon to pay for the dam. It is prob- 
able that no case which is fairly open to the charge of 
dragged operations can be cited in which responsibility 
for the drag does not properly lie with a Congress which 
makes appropriations in driblets rather than with the 
engineers charged with the execution of the work. 

Between the construction of the canal by private con- 
tractors and its construction by the Engineer Corps, there 
stand three issues: Quality of work, speed of operation 
and economy of cost. The point of quality of work may 
be eliminated. Upon that point there is abundant 
evidence in the shape of substantial testimonials dotting 
the country from coast to coast and from the Lakes to 
the Gulf. No question can be raised concerning that fea- 
ture of the work of the United States Engineer Corps. 
The point of speed of operation is mainly a question of 
money and a free hand. If the appropriation necessary 
in the case of a private contractor were made for the use 
of the Engineer Corps and the same freedom of action 
given, there is little short of an absolute certainty that, 
quality of work being also taken into consideration, the 
engineers would turn over a completed canal as quickly 
as could any contractor or group of contractors. Labor 
would core as quickly to one as to the other, and the en- 
gineer officer would certainly rival the gang boss as a 
producer of results. 

Assuming that the points of quality of work and ra- 
pidity of execution stand on an equal footing, although 
they would probably stand in favor of the Army engi- 
neers, the point of economy would unquestionably stand 
in favor of the corps. The sum which must be paid to 
contractors, if the present plan is carried out, will in any 
event exceed $10,000,000. It will probably reach $12,- 
000,000, and may reach $15,000,000 or even more than 
that. At least 90 per cent. of this would be saved if the 
work were done by the Engineer Corps. Its men are al- 
ready on the national payroll, and while they would 
tightly be entitled to extra compensation for service on 
the Isthmus the total of such a bonus would be inconsid- 
erable. 

From every point of view, whether mechanical or fi- 
nancial, the argument stands in favor of placing the Pan- 
ama Canal in the hands of the Engineer Corps of the 
United States Army.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. Lighthouse Board is arranging to locate a 
lightship off Ohio ledge, in Narragansett Bay, the turn- 
ing point for vessels going into Providence, R.I. This 
point is one that is very dangerous to mariners, as the 
channel is narrow and also shoal, and in thick and foggy 
weather it is difficult to get proper bearings to make 
the turn. Exactly when the lightship will begin the 
service is not known, but it is understood it will be in a 
short time. Commander Lloyd, U.S.N., inspector in 
charge the Fifth Lighthouse District, is making an in- 
spection tour among the light stations on the James 
River aboard the lighthouse tender Violet, which sailed 
from Portsmouth, Va., Jan. 23. 

A very handsome illustrated souvenir of the U.S.S. 
Wisconsin has been published in honor of the winning 
by that vessel of the trophy for excellence in naval 
gunnery, presented by direction of the President to the 
vessel making the highest score in her class at the annual 
record target practice. The souvenir, which is of twenty- 
seven pages, was compiled by Mr. Edward Gallagher 
and printed by the Hawaiian Gazette Company, Honolulu, 
H1.I. Among the handsome illustrations in the work are 
pictures of the Wisconsin, and also pictures of Captain 
Drake, the crew of the vessel, the signal boys, spelling 
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by semaphore system, the after thirteen-inch turret of the 
Wisconsin, the six-inch gun in action, torpedo practice, 
six-pounders in action, views in the engine and fire-rooms, 
ete. 

Work of excavating for the building for the central 
power plant of the Puget Sound Navy Yard, Wash., was 
begun on Jan. 16, within ten minutes after Rear Admiral 
Burwell, U.S.N., commandant of the naval station, re- 
ceived word to go ahead with the work from Washington. 
The total estimated cost of the building and machinery 
is $308,000, of which $178,000 is available and $130,000 
is asked for from this Congress. ‘The department in 
authorizing the central power plant has followed exactly 
the recommendations of Civil Engr. Alfred C. Lewerenz. 
In this plant will be consolidated the light, heat, electric 
power, compressed air, high pressure and hydraulic power 
of the yard. Estimates have been prepared for a comfort 
building that was recommended by Admiral Burwell, in 
which the employees of the yard can be served with 
hot lunch during the noon hour and where they can be 
given an opportunity to smoke and rest with comfort. 

Private William Spratte, U.S.M.C., thirty years of age, 
on duty at the Marine Barracks, Bremerton, Wash., com- 
mitted suicide Jan. 13 in his tent near the barracks. 
The young man tied a string to the trigger of a regula- 
tion Navy rifle, fastening the other end of the string to 
a chair, then holding the muzzle of the gun to his side he 
discharged the weapon, the bullet passing entirely through 
his body. He was removed to the yard hospital and 
expired in a short time. Deceased leaves a father and 
sister in St. Louis, Mo. To his sister he left a note, 
stating that inability to stop drinking was the cause of 
his act. He was buried in the yard cemetery. 

In a communication to Congress the Navy Bureau of 
Ordnance reports that during the four fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1898, it ordered from the California Powder 
Works 1,222,118 pounds of smokeless powder and during 
the four years ending June 30, 1898, 4,031,000 pounds 
from E. I. Dupont & Co., the price in both cases being 
thirty-three cents a pound. The total expenditure for 
smokeless powder in those eight years was $1,733,529. 
Orders for smokeless powder were discoritinued in 1898, 
when smokeless powder was introduced into the Navy. 

The Navy Department will assign the cruiser Colum- 
bia to be present during the Mardi Gras festivities which 
will begin in New Orleans, La., about Feb. 14. The Co- 
lumbia was on duty at Havana, but her presence was par- 
ticularly requested by the New Orleans people and the 
Navy Department was glad to accede to their preference. 
The cruiser Des Moines has already been ordered to Nat- 
chez, Miss., for the Mardi Gras festivities there. 

The Navy Department on Jan. 30 received its first re- 
port of the grounding of the Connecticut on Jan. 13 on a 
shoal in Culebra Harbor. The cabled reports announcing 
the mishap, which were published by the daily press, 
greatly exaggerated the trouble and made it appear that 
the new battleship had been seriously damaged. At pres- 
ent the Navy Department has not made public in detail 
the preliminary report received from Capt. William Swift, 
the commanding officer of the Connecticut, but has con- 
tented itself with a statement that the vessel was only 
slightly damaged comparatively and has been fully re- 
paired by the ship’s company. As soon as the Connecti- 
cut joins the fleet, however, Rear Admiral R. D. Evans, 
commander-in-chief, will order a court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the grounding. 

There is considerable gossip in Navy circles as to the 
probable successor to Capt. William P. Potter, as assist- 
ant chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Captain Potter, 
as has been stated, is to be given command of the new 
hattleship Vermont, which will probably be commissioned 
in March or April. It is generally understood that 
Comdr.*Charles J. Badger will either succeed Captain 
Potter as assistant chief of the Bureau of Navigation or 
will be made Superintendent of the Naval Academy 
upon the retirement next July of Rear Admiral James H. 
Sands. Commander Badger has been ordered to tem- 
porary duty in the Bureau of Equipment of the Navy De- 
partment. Another officer whose name is prominently 
mentioned as a possible successor to Captain Potter as 
assistant chief of the Bureau of Navigation is Comdr. 
Reginald F. Nicholson, now on duty as detail officer in 
that bureau. Commander Nicholson has rendered most 
efficient duty during the two tours he has served as detail 
officer and is one of the most popular officers in the Ser- 
vice. The matter of the selection of a successor to Capt. 
Charles E. Vreeland, when that officer takes command of 
the battleship Kansas, is also being discussed. It is 
thought more than likely that Comdr., William H. H. 
Southerland will be given this assignment. He is now 
on waiting orders in Washington. 

The U.S.S. Rhode Island, Capt. Charles G. Bowman, 
arrived at Newport, R.I., Jan. 30, from the Charlestown 
Navy Yard, where she has been undergoing minor repairs 
preparatory to joining Rear Admiral Evans’s fleet at 
Guantanamo. The work. of putting on her outfit of naval 
defense mines, which had been prepared at the torpedo 
station, was commenced at once. After coaling at Brad- 
ford she goes to New York for ammunition, and will 
then proceed to Guantanamo to join the Atlantic Fleet 
for the winter maneuvers. She has been assigned to the 
second division of the first squadron under command of 
Near Admiral Charles M. Thomas. 

On Christmas night, on the U.S.S. Potomac (tug) at 
Bay of Islands, Newfoundland, three men, Carpenter's 
Mate Wickels, Acting Master-at-Arms Janusch and Oiler 
Mabry, got into a drunken scuffle. Mabry went overboard 
and was drowned. Wickels and Janusch are to be tried 
at League Island Navy Yard on Monday, Feb. 4, for 
manslaughter. The trial of one Charles Miller, seaman, 
concerned in a lesser degree in the fight, ended there Wed- 
nesday. Miller was defended by George Hiram Mann, 
who is also to defend Wickels and Janusch. Lieut. A. W. 
Pressey, U.S.N., of the Brooklyn, will assist. 

Officers and men of the vessels of the Atlantic 
Fleet at Guantanamo, Cuba, have had plenty of work 
both afloat and ashore. A camp at Deer Park has been 
established by bluejackets and marines, and here small 
arms practice and shore drills are engaged in. While por- 
tiens of the crews are ashore those aboard ships receive 
instruction at sea daily, and in a week’s time are suc- 
ceeded by the men on shore. Every vessel has its nine, 
and when opportunity offers the nines may be seen prac- 
tising in every available ficld. Poating and swimming 
parties are out on holidays. Race crews are trying out 
their men and their boats and gauging the conditions 
so as to enter for as many of the trophies, both sailing 
and pulling, as possible. A. V. Thorniley, a coal passer 
on the Indiana, died on board his ship Jan. 9 and was 
buried in the cemetery at the naval station at Guan- 
tanamo the next day. Edward J. Schwnohow, an ordi- 
nary seaman, died on the flagship Maine on Jan. 15. An 
abscess in the brain was the immediate cause of death. 
He was buried in the Naval Cemetery. It is. expected 
that all the ‘vessels will -hold record target practice in 


March, and the carly part of April, to the westward of 
Cape Cruz, Cuba. The squadrons and divisions of the 
jieet will be reorganized soon after the new ones arrive, 
and it is expected the fleet will sail for Hampton Roads 
about the middle of April te be present at the opening of 
the Jamestown Exposition. The destroyers Whipple, 
Worden, Truxtun, Macdonough and Hull, under com- 
mand of Lieut. Comdr. EK. A. Anderson, arrived at Guan- 
tanamo, Key West, or Jan. 7, and lost no time in laying 
out a torpedo range and beginning practice. Much favor- 
able comment relating to their condition, both in material 
and personnel, is heard. 

The Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy has reported 
that one pair of the submerged torpedo tubes for the 
U.S.S. Virginia will be ready for installation on Feb. 1, 
1907, and the Navy Department has authorized their in- 
stallation at the New York yard when the Virginia goes 
there for docking. It is expected that ten days will be 
sufficient time for completing the work, which will cause 
but little delay beyond the time required for docking 
and refitting propellers. 

An examination for candidates for warrant machinists 
in the Navy will be held on Sept. 2 next, and those who 
desire to compete should file their applications accord- 
ingly under Article 1746, Navy Regulations. ; 

The fact that Paymr. George M. Lukesh had again got- 
ten into trouble at his station at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, Cal.. and had forwarded his resignation, rather 
than stand his chances with a court-martial, has already 
been aliuded to. - As his resignation had been asked for it 
was accepted without delay. It was because Paymaster 
Lukesh did not receive what the Navy Department offi- 
cials and the President deemed an adequate sentence when 
he was tried on the Asiatic Station a year or so ago for 
scandalous conduct, that the President asked Congress to 
give him the power to dismiss officers of the Navy at will. 
It may be stated that there is not the slightest intention 
on the part of Congress to give the President the power 
he has requested.

MEMORANDA 70, JAN. 2, 1907, NAVY DEPT. 

Publishes decisions from the Controller of the Treasury, re- 
lating to the following: 

Payment of commuted ration money of enlisted men of the 
Navy to treasurers of officers’ messes on shore is not authorized 
and when erroneously so paid shall be refunded. 

Quarantine charges are a part of necessary traveling expenses, 
and officers are entitled to reimbursement therefor when such 
expense is incurred. : 

The settlement of accounts with the Navy Department is a 
Jegitimate part of a pay officer's duty who is “settling accounts.” 

An officer placed in arrest for an offense of which he is 
afterwards adjudged guilty, is in the status of an officer wait- 
ing orders from the time of arrest until restored to duty. 

The Controller of the Treasury has no authority to remove 
suspensions in a pay officer's accounts which have been made 
by the Auditor, nor is it in his jurisdiction to decide whether 
the amounts suspended should be checked against the accounts 
of the officers concerned. 

The question as to whether an officer in the Navy above the 
rank of lieutenant serving as aid to a rear admiral is entitled 
to $200 additional is now pending in the Court of Claims, and 
until the question is finally determined and in favor of the offi- 
cers concerned, a pay officer who makes such a payment must 
neressarily do so at his own risk. 

In the case of a short delay in discharging a court-martial 
prisoner, such a delay as is necessary and incident to the dis- 
charge, the man is not entitled to pay during the detention, al- 
though his enlistment has not expired. But in a case when 





the detention is nearly two months, the right to the proper pay, 


of his grade revives upon the termination of the imprisonment 
imposed by the sentence. : 4 

An officer ordered to perform travel in the United States is 
entitled only to actual expenses, when the termini of the journey 
are both outside the United States. 

A marine officer, after an absence of about five months in 
the field (considered temporary under Act of Feb. 27, 1893), 
who returns to his permanent station, is entitled to commuta- 
tion of quarters while so temporarily absent from his perma- 
nent station.

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THE RIGHT OF PETITION. 


In the Senate, Jan. 25, Mr, Hale introduced a reso- 
lution in which he cited the Executive Order of Jan. 31, 
1902, forbidding employees of the Government “to im- 
portune Congress or to attempt to influence its aciion,” 
and Articles 231 and 232, and said: 

Whereas Senators and Representatives in Congress have late- 
ly and are now being importuned in order to influence legisla- 
tion, in accordance with the following memorandum, which is 
being sent especially to officers and employees in the Navy 
Department, as follows: 

‘*This is the short session of Congress, and with the ex- 
ception of the appropriation bills none will receive considera- 
tion that do not command the interest and support of a large 
proportion of the Senators and Repre@entatives. This bill has 
an excellent chance of being enacted into law at this session 
if each officer and midshipman will promptly and effectively 
do his part toward obtaining the interest and support neces- 
sary to success. Each officer and midshipman knowing that 
the bill, if enacted into law, would tremendously add to the 
efficiency of the personnel, should immediately write or tele- 
graph the Senators and Congressmen representing his State 
and district, giving his own reasons in his own way for urging 
them to consider and act on the bill at this session of Congress. 
Each one should also write influential friends at home and urge 
them to write or telegraph their Senators and Congressmen 
to act at this session on the Navy personnel bill transmitted 
to Congress in a special message by the President on Dec. 17. 
Urge them to protest against any delay. Also all local news- 
papers should be requested to aid in the fight.’’ 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be, and is hereby, 
directed to investigate as to whether the foregoing order and 
regulations have been, or are being, violated by any officer or 
employee of his department and to report the result of his in- 
vestigation to Congress. 

Mr. Hale said: “I should not have introduced the 
resolution had I not found myself beset by letters from 
all parts of the country in relation to the Personnel bill. 
It is an important bill, which has been carefully con- 
sidered, and should not be the subject of pressure by 
Naval officers upon Senators and Members of the other 
House. I had this morning a letter from somebody not 
in any way connected with the Navy, written from Phila- 
delphia—some officer had probably written to him—who 
wants the bill passed at once, without delay. I was 
rather amused at the final suggestion of the letter: ‘For 
the dignity of our country it is also very important that 
Congress shall establish the grade of vice-admiral and 
authorize at least three officers of this grade.’ I have 
no idea that the man who writes this letter from Phila- 
delphia knows anything about that matter. The Military 
Committee has recently reported in favor of abolishing 
the grade of lieutenant general, and yet this Personnel 
bill, which certain .line officers are endeavoring to crowd 
through Congress. provides for three new vice-admirals, 
and in five years there would be twelve or fifteen active 
and retired vice-admirals. I do not think, Mr. President, 
that the older officers of the line of the Navy have gone 
into this business very much, if at all; I think it is the 
younger and more ambitious men who have an idea that 
they can influence legislation in this way. This is best 
described by what one of them says, that the line officers 
were going to light a fire under every Senator and every 
Member of the House of Representatives and oblige them 
to report this bill. It is not the business, Mr. President, 
of the Executive Departments; it is the business of 
Congress to legislate. I have offered the resolution be- 
cause I want the Secretary of the Navy to know what 
is going on, and I presume as soon as he learns what is 
going on in his department we shall have no more of 
this.” 

Mr. Gallinger: “I have been greatly interested in the 
statement made by the Senator from Maine (Mr. Hale), 
the Chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs, and I 
join with him in the expression of the hope that the pas- 
sage of this resolution will put a stop to the grievance 
of which he complains. At the same time I will venture 
to say that, in my judgment, there are incongruities and 
there is some degree of injustice in the existing personnel 
law, and I expect that the Committee of which the Sena- 
tor from Maine is Chairman will in due time, at the 
proper time, take the matter up and examine the question 
anew, and, if it is thought wise, recommend further 
legislation in reference thereto. I simply want to express 
the hope that we may be relieved by the passage of this 
resolution of what has become to some ef us a consider- 
able burden. I presume I have answered twenty letters 
recently on that very subject, and many of them have 
come, as the one to which the Senator from Maine has 
alluded, from parties outside, not in any way connected 
with the Navy, indicating that they have been importuned 
to write such letters.” 

Mr. Bacon: “Mr. President, I do not wish to take is- 
sue with the learned Senators as to the particular bill 
which they have brought to the attention of the Senate 
by way of illustration of the alleged evil of which they 
complain and which this resolution is designed to correct. 
What, therefore, I shall say will have no special refer- 
ence to that particular bill. I do not, however, person- 
ally favor the passage of this resolution, because in so 
doing there would be an indorsement of the President’s 
order which is quoted therein, It is not a simple matter 
of the convenience or inconvenience of Senators. I have 
never thought that the President of the United States 
was justified in issuing orders prohibiting officers and 
men of the Army, and more particularly—even if there 
should be any peculiar reasons in regard to the Army and 
the Navy—more particularly as to civil officers of the 
Government, those in the Executive Departments, from 
bringing to the attention of Congress Icgislation which 
they thought was important for themselves or for the 
particular orders or classes to which they belong. 

“TI regard the right of petition, Mr. President, as a fun- 
damental right. It is a right which extends to every in- 
dividual under the Government, high or low, military or 
civil, either in official or private life, and not excluding 
anyone bearing the relation of an employee to the Gov- 
ernment. I regard the right of petition as one very 
broad and comprehensive in its character. It means the 
right of every individual to bring to the attention of 
Congress, in any manner he may see proper, not neces- 
sarily through the medium of a formal petition, beginning 
and ending with the formalities of such documents, -but 
the right of any man, in any manner that he may see 
proper, to bring to the attention of Congress collectively, 
cr to any Member of Congress, any matter that he thinks 
is one deserving the attention of Congress, one which in 
any manner affects his interest. Mr. President, the 
enactment of law or the repeal of law are questions 
which in their practical operation do relate to the in- 
terest of the citizen, and because a man is a clerk in a 
department or an officer of the Army or an officer of 
the Navy does not, in my opinion, deprive him of the 
great fundamental constitutional right which he has to 
appeal to Congress I have never thought that the 
Executive Department, the head of it or any subordinate 
branch of it, had any right to step between the citizen 
and Congress and say that that citizen should not have 





direct communication by petition or remonstrance with 
Congress to redress his grievance. Why is it, how is it, 
and whence is it, that the President of the United States 
has such dictatorial] power that he may practically say to 
Congress, ‘You shall not hear from the citizen?’ When 
the President of the United States says to a clerk ‘in a 
department, ‘You shall not speak to a Senator with re- 
gard to your matter; you shall not communicate with 
him as to any matter of legislation’—because that is the 
language of the order—it is practically saying to Con- 
gress, ‘You shall not hear from the citizen.’ It is not 
simply a restriction on the individual. It is an attempt, 
not so designed, doubtless, but practically, to curtail the 
power of Congress to hear from the individual as to 
what is to the interest of the individual, and as to the 
interest of each individual, in the aggregation of all the 
individuals of the country at large.” 

The resolution was laid over on an objection from Mr. 
Bacon. 

Mr. Dick, who argued on the same lines with Mr. 
Bacon, said: “I feel that Senators ought, perhaps, rather 
to invite than to repel the opinions and judgment of 
men who are in these professional capacities ; and I shall 
be very unwilling to support a resolution which implies 
even that any officer serving in civil or other capacity 
thereby forfeits the slightest right he exercises as a free 
citizen in matters of legislation before Congress.” 

Mr. Daniel, in a speech to the same tenor, said: “Let 
us inquire by what right anyone can eliminate the free- 
dom of an American citizen, who may be a taxpayer or 
no, but who is at the base of our sovereignty, by whose 
voice Presidents and Congresses, at least Representatives, 
are chosen. How is it that by a mere Executive declara- 
tion he can be shorn of his privilege of free thought and 
free speech? Is it best for this Government that he should 
be so shorn?” 

Mr. Heyburn, who also objected to the resolution, said: 
“I do not believe it would be within the power of the 
President, in making an Executive order, or of Congress, 
in the enactment of a law, to prevent any member of 
either Tlouse from obtaining information which would 
enable him to more intelligently perform a public duty 
simply because he must inquire of those who are within 
the Government service.” 

The resolution was amended in some unimportant re- 
spects and referred to the Naval Committee. 





NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The amount carried by the Naval Appropriation bill 
as reported in the House from the Naval Committee is 
$96,167,155.34. The estimates of the Department amount- 
ed to $115,481,440.47, from which the committee made 
deductions of $19,264,285.13.° 

There is a reduction in pay of the Navy ascribed to the 
fact that the committee came to the conclusion that the 
Department, judging from past experience, would not be 
able to enlist any more than enough to make up the short- 
age and an additional 1,500 men which are allowed in 
this bill. This will make the number of men authorized 
36,000 men. To man the active fleet as it will stand 
when the vessels now authorized are built will require 
37,2883 men, the first reserve 3,309, and on shore stations 
1,219, making a total of 41,814. 

A provision inserted in the bill “for hire of quarters 
for officers serving with troops where there are no public 
quarters belonging to the Government, and where there 
are not sufficient quarters possessed by the United States 
to accommodate them, or commutation of quarters not to 
exceed the amount which an officer would receive were he 
not serving with troops,” is recommended by the Secre- 
tary. 

The following provision is inserted relative to retired 
officers of the Navy above the grade of captain who served 
with credit during the Civil War: 

Provided, That officers of the Navy above the grade of cap- 
tain who served with credit in the Regular or Volunteer forces 
during the Civil War, prior to April 9, 1865, otherwise than 
as cadets, and were retired prior to June 30, 1899, on account 
of wounds or disability incident to the Service, or on account 
of age, or after forty years’ service, shall receive the same 
pay and allowances from June 29, 1906, as are or may be 
provided by or in pursuance of law for the retired officers of 
corresponding rank in the Army. 

And provided further, That commodores coming under the 
provision of this section may, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, be 
placed on the retired list of the Navy, with the rank and re- 
tired pay of rear admiral (junior grade), from June 29, 1906. 

A further provision is made relative to retired officers 
ordered to active duty, as follows: 

That retired officers of the Navy who have retired for dis- 
abilities resulting from an incident of the Service shall have 
for active duty the rank, pay and allowances of officers of the 
active list of like length of active service, and if actively em- 
ployed for an aggregate period of three years after retirement 
shall, when detached from duty, retain the rank and highest 
retired pay of the grade they then hold: Provided, That the 
time of service of the retired officer, for the purpose of fixing 
his rank, pay and allowances, shall be made up of the period 
of service before retirement, to which shall be added the time 
engaged in active service, under the order of the Secretary of 
the Navy, while on the retired list: Provided further, That the 
present rank and pay of any officer on the retired list shall 
not hereby be reduced. 

The appropriation for transportation, Bureau of Navi- 
gation, has been increased by $20,000. That of recruit- 
ing, contingent, and gunnery exercises remains the same 
as last year. There is no appropriation for the training 
stations at Port Royal and St. Helena. The appropria- 
tion for outfits on first enlistment is increased to $600,000 
by reason of the increased cost of materials. The provi- 
sion for the maintenance of naval colliers has been 
changed so as to read “maintenance of naval auxiliaries.” 
This will include provision ships, ammunition ships, and 
a water ship, five vessels in all, which hereafter will be 
provided with civilian crews, which will be a saving to 
the Government. The appropriations recommended for 
the naval training stations in California, Rhode Island, 
and the Great Lakes, and the Naval War College are 
the same as those of last year, and there is a slight in- 
crease in that for the Naval Home in Philadelphia. 

BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


The amounts recommended in this bill for the Bureau 
of Ordnance are: Ordnance and ordnance stores, $4,- 
000,000 ; ammuniton and other supplies for new ships, 
$750,000; smokeless powder, purchase and manufac- 
ture of, $500,000; machine tools for navy yard, Bos- 
ton, $39,000; for Naval Gun Factory, Washington, 
D.C.; new and improved machinery for existing shops, 
$150,000; modernizing battery of Iowa, $36,000; modern- 
izing batteries of Monterey and Monadnock, $20,000; new 
turret sights for four monitors of Arkansas class, $16,- 
000; new battery for the Brooklyn, $177.200; fire-control 
instruments for battleships, monitors, and cruisers, $300,- 
000; reserve stock of mines and mine “appliances, 


$100,000 ; torpedoes, modernizing destroyers, boats, etc., 
$300,000 ; reserve ammunition, $2,000,000; reserve guns 
for ships of the Navy, $750,000; reserve torpedoes ani 
appliances, $250,000; torpedo station, Newport, R.I., 
$70,000; naval militia, $60,000; repairs, $30,000; mis- 
cellaneous, $20,000; civil establishment, $47,006.75 
Total, $10,165,206.75. 

The appropriation for ordnance and ordnance stores 
has been increased by $500,000. This might be terme: 
the working appropriation of the Bureau. A large pari 
of this appropriation is for target practice; probably 
iuillion and a half will be used for that purpose. $750,0() 
is recommended for ammunition and other supplies fo 
new ships.

The section providing for the increase of the Navy is 
as follows: 

That, for the purpose of further increasing the naval es- 
tablishment of the United States, the President is hereby au- 
thorized to have constructed, by contract or in navy yards, as 
hereinafter provided, one first class battleship similar in all 
essential characteristics, and additional to, the battleship au- 
thorized by the Act making appropriations for the naval ser-

tion of the first class at the Naval Academy has been changed 
and the young midshipmen will receive their diplomas from 
the hands of Secretary of the Navy Victor H. Metcalf on Mon- 
day, Feb. 11, instead of on the Saturday before as originally 
intended. The change was made at the suggestion of Rear 
Admiral Sands, who was in Washington, and had a consulta 
One of the events of the day will be 
a midshipmen’s matinee of the production of “Carmen,” which 
will be given by members of the Naval Academy and Annapolis 
social set. All the details of the graduation ceremony, as 
well as the events connected with it during the few days 
preceding it, will be of the simplest character. The only social 
event of a formal character will be the reception to the mém 
bers of the class, which will be given by Governor Edward 
Warfield, of Maryland, at the Government House. The gradu- 
utes will give a hop of an informal character at the armory on 
Friday evening, Feb. 8. The class german, usually the great 
social event of the oceasion, will be given by the third section, 
which does not graduate until June next. 

Midshipman William O. Wallace, of Warrensburg, Mo., is 
expected to be the honor man of the section of the class of 1907 
which will be graduated from the Naval Academy on Feb. 11. 

The Rt. Rev. Henry Codman Potter, Protestant Episcopal 
Lishop of New York, preached to the midshipmen and others 
at the regular service at the old armory on Sunday. Among 
those present were Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich and Rear 
Admiral Francis A. Cook. Chaplain H. H. Clark, chaplain 
of the Naval Academy, occupied the pulpit with Bishop Potter 
and conducted the service. Bishop Potter's sermon was upon 
service and influence and was received with the closest atten 
tion. An interesting feature of the service was the music by 
the choir composed of midshipmen and led by Midshipman 
Stephen Booth McKinney. A bass solo by Midshipman William 
B. Piersol was excellently rendered, and Midshipman Ralph R. 
Stewart and Harold DeF. Burdick also sang solo parts. Prof. 
Charles A. Zimmerman, leader of the Academy band, is organ- 
ist, and his thorough musical knowledge is of much assistance 
to the choir. 

A serious difference has sprung up between the members of 
the first and second classes of midshipmen as to whether or not 
Naval Academy precedent allows the juniors to wear a class ring 
prior to the graduation of the first class, a thing wihch they 
are now doing. The matter is complicated by the fact that the 
first, or senior, class is divided into three sections, graduating 
at different times. It is understood that several letters have 
passed between the class officers in relation to the matter, but 
that no satisfactory arrangement has been reached. The sec- 
ond classmen claim that it has been the custom for members of 
that class to wear their class ring after the beginning of the 
second term even when the first class graduated in the subse- 
auent June, the usual time. This is denied by members of the 
first class. As the “Code” is unwritten law and there is no 
authoritative official or body to whom to appeal for an interpre 
tation, it is difficult to decide a question arising under it. 
If the disagreement between the classes is hopeless, it is not 
likely to result in anything more than strained relations. There 
is nothing either in the regulations of the Academy or the 
rules of the ‘‘Code’’ which gives the first classmen the means 
of enforcing their interpretations of precedents.

After the scared warriors had 
been in the armory long enough to realize that they were still 
alive, @ scout Was sent out and learned that two genteel look- 
members of the ‘‘McManus Association,’’ who had been 
at the armory, were actually on the corner two blocks away 
quietly smoking and talking. It was also stated that these 
nen had neither clubs nor guns in their hands. The frightened 
atterymen then plucked up courage, and in a body left the 
22d armory for their homes. At last accounts none of them 
was in the hospital, but a splendid opportunity for a spread 
head story of how they were all assaulted and sent home in 
cabs was lost. The two members of the ‘‘McManus Associa- 
tion,"' which innocently caused the panic, are known as two

MASSACHUSETTS RIFLE PRACTICE. 


Col. James G. White, inspector general of small arms prac- 
tice of Massachusetts, in his report for the season of 1906 
shows the great improvement and enthusiasm that has been 
taken in rifle practice during his administration, and his report 
is an interesting document. The following are extracts: 

Marksmen of record in service Oct. 31, 4,751; unqualified 
men in service Oct. 31, 822; aggregate strength, subject to 
range work, 5,573. Of the 822 unqualified men: General Staff 
returns eight, Corps of Coast Artillery returns seventy-two, 
1st Brigade returns 336, 2d Brigade returns 338, Ist Corps 
Cadets returns two, 2d Corps Cadets returns nineteen, Naval 
Brigade returns thirty-three, 1st Squadron, Cavalry, returns 
fourteen. 

No provision having been made by the city authorities of 
Worcester for a rifle range, the companies stationed in Wor- 
cester—Cos. A, C and H, 2d Regiment Infantry, and Co. G, 
9th Regiment Infantry—are returned as fourth class marks- 
men (those who have not fired). 

The following companies, having the maximum legal enroll- 
ment, have qualified every officer and man: Corps of Coast 
Artillery, 12th Co.; 5th Inf., Co. A; 6th Inf., Cos. A, D and 
F; Naval Brigade, Co. H; Ist Corps Cadets, Cos. A and B. 

The following companies, having less than the full legal 
enrollment, have qualified every officer and man: Corps of 
Coast Artillery, 4th, 5th and 9th Cos.; 5th Infantry, Cos. C 
and E; 6th Inf., Cos. C, G, H, I, K and M; 8th Infantry, 
Cos. E, F, G and I; 9th Inf., Co. M; Naval Brigade, Cos. G 
and E; ist Squadron Cavalry, Troop D. Twenty-seven com- 
panies have qualified every officer and man. 

It is gratifying to be able to report that the figure of merit 
for the year 1906 is 87.53, as against that of 1905, which was 
83.72. 

The figure of merit shows an increase in every organization 
except the 2d Regiment of Infantry, and is as follows:

In place of a money allowance in 1906 there was allotted 
ball cartridge, caliber .30. Pistol ammunition was issued on 
requisition in the same manner at the rate of 100 rounds to 
each officer or man entitled to qualify with the pistol. Six 
hundred and forty-four officers and men qualified with the pis- 
tol—seventy-one more than in 1905. Under present condi- 
tions it is necessary for experts to have made not less than 
810 points. Capt. Stuart Wise, I.S.A.P., 6th Inf., has the 
honor of leading the State as the best individual shot with a 
score of 436. The number of experts in 1906 was 700, against 
441 in 1905, a gain of 259; and the number of marksmen was 
2,498, as against 2,067 in 1905, a gain of 431. 

For the first time in the history of the Massachusetts Militia 
the marking and scoring were impartially and satisfactorily 
conducted by 89th Co., Coast Artillery, U.S.A., from Fort 
Banks, under command of Capt. Homer B. Grant. This detail 
of U.S. soldiers was obtained from the War Department through 
the courtesy and strong recommendation of Col. a 
Davis, A.C., commanding the Boston district, whose generous 
assistance and advice Colonel White gratefully acknowledged. 

In speaking of the national competition, Colonel White 


thanks the team selected to represent the State, and which . 


won third prize at Sea Girt, N.J. For this match forty-one 
teams were entered—thirty-seven States and Territories and 
four Service teams: the U.S. Infantry, the U.S. Cavalry, the 
U.S. Navy, and the U.S. Marine Corps. The standing of the 
six leading teams at the close of the two days’ match was as 
follows: U.S. Infantry, 3,251; U.S. Cavalry, 3,191; Massa- 
chusetts, 3,176; New York, 3,158; U.S. Navy, 8,131; U.S. 
Marine Corps, 3,113. The result of this match places Massa- 
chusetts in shooting at the head of all the States. 

Colonel White recommends -‘that the State acquire a 
rifle range large enough for every class of fire and with ample 
facilities for the rifle practice of the entire militia. Such a 
range is now in operation in Wakefield, owned by a corpora- 
tion known as the Bay State Military Rifle Association. In 
his judgment no better range could be built by the State than 
this one. Colonel White believes that the whole care and 
superintendence of rifle ranges for the Massachusetts Volunteer 
militia should be in the control of the State, and that his de- 
partment should be the responsible supervising authority un- 
der the direction of the adjutant general. 

He recommends that there be another appropriation made 
this year of not less than $3,000 for the necessary expenses 
of a rifle team which shall represent Massachusetts in the 
competitions for the national and other trophies. Also that 
two officers of ‘rank not below that of major be appointed as 
assistants to the department of small arms practice, and that

the clerical assistant in the office of his department receive 
the rank of captain and an annual salary of $1,200. 

‘*Massachusetts,’’ he says, ‘‘now has a standing in sma}! 
arms efficiency second to no other State, and through the work 
of this department has developed through the present members 
of the Volunteer militia and those who have been enlisted in 
its service in past years, a very large body of men thoroughly 
trained in the use of arms, so that should occasion arise, 
probably a larger proportion of experienced marksmen for the 
Volunteer service of the United States could be furnished by 
Massachusetts than by any other State, one reason being that 
our requirements for qualification in the past have been more 
severe than those of other States. Effort has not been es- 
pecially directed to develop individual shots at the expense of 
the general efficiency, and the policy of this department is to 
make a general improvement rather than to have a small body 
of distinguished shots and a large number of poor ones.’’

Army, and was discharged in February, 1900. I served 
through the Spanish war in Cuba, and after returning went 
to the Philippines where I was discharged. Am I entitled to 
campaign medal? Answer: As you were not in the Service 
Jan. 12, 1905, the date the medals were authorized, you are 
not entitled to one. 

W. H. 8. writes: Some time ago I read in a daily paper 
that a decision had been given by the Treasury Department 
holding that enlisted men who were discharged, under the old 
law allowing optional discharge after three years and three 
months’ service, were entitled to transportation to place of en-

listment. Will you please give me any information you may 
have on the subject? Answer: They are not entitled to such 
transportation. 


W. E. T. asks: Which determines the rank of first ser- 
geants, date of warrant, or date of appointment, as first ser- 
geant? Answer: Date of appointment. 


W. M. G. asks: If the President has any more appointments 
for the Military Academy for the year 1908? Answer: Yes. 

A. G. O. asks: If the War Department has begun to issue 
medals for service in Porto Rico, Philippines, Cuba, China? 
Am I entitled to all four, or how many, having served on the 
coast of Cuba in July, 1898, Porto Rico in July, September 
and October, 1898, in the State Volunteers and in China in 
1900-1901, in Philippines in 1901-1902, in the Regular Oav- 
alry? Answer: The actual issue of the medals has not yet 
begun, but they are being made at the Philadelphia Mint, and 
will soon be sent out. It would seem that you are entitled 
to all four medals. . 


A. H. B. writes: I will be discharged on Sept. 14, 1907. 
Can I transfer to the 26th Infantry, or take my discharge and 
re-enlist in order to do foreign service with the said regiment, 
and what steps should be taken to join the regiment which 
sails for the islands June 5, 1907? Answer: You should apply 
through official channels to the Military Secretary of the 
Army, who would act on same. . 


MARINE asks: I served ten years in the U.S. Army, and 
am now serving in the Marine Corps, but intend to re-enlist 
in the Army. Will I be granted a furlough with per- 
mission to leave the U.S. upon re-énlistment in the Army at 
the expiration of this enlistment? I will have fifteen years’ 
continuous service. I have been granted one furlough for 
three months during my service. Answer: You are allowed 
three months’ grace to make your enlistment to count: as 
‘‘continuous service.’’ 

CONSTANT READER asks: What is the status of the ac- 
counts of officers for ten per cent, increase on ‘‘pay proper’’ 
for foreign service from May 26, 1900, to June 30, 1904? 
Answer: The Treasury Department is paying all such claims 
as rapidly as they can be settled. 

H. I. M. writes. (1) A man whose clothing account is 
opened sometime between two dates of settlement, when and 
what allowance does he receive at date of his first settlement, 
and when is his first settlement made, after he has served six 
months or at the regular period? (2) On the first six months 
of his enlistment is a soldier entitled to be credited with the 
regular half year allowance at his first settlement period after 
his enlistment, or is he credited only with the number of

Answer: (1) Settlement dates are June 30 and Dec. 31. t 
the time a soldier is taken up in organization to which he has 
been assigned he is credited with the initial allowance, and at 
first settlement date credited with the proportion of the half 
yearly allowance covered by time he has served. (2) He is 
credited in proportion, covered by number of months and days 
he has served. 

Ex-VOLUNTEER.—We have never heard of any such bill 
as you mention to secure travel allowance for officers and men 
of the U.S. Valunteers mustered out in 1901, so that the travel 
pay would be affected by Act of Congress, approved March 2, 
1899, instead of that of May 26, 1900. Follow the Army and 
Navy Journal each week and you will see what becomes of all 
the bills affecting the Services. 

J. McC. asks: Whether an ordinary seaman, now serving in 
the Navy, who enlisted Nov. 30, 1903, till Nov. 27, 1908, dur- 
ing minority, and who, before the issue of G.O. 178, Navy 
Dept., and who finished his training cruise Sept. 29,°1904, has 
the authority and can wear and rate the apprentice knot 
which was authorized by the Navy Department prior to the 
issue of G.O. 178, of Nov. 29, 1904? Answer: No, he can not. 


W. S. K.—There is a bill now pending to make all service 
in Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service 
count towards retirement. It was introduced by Representative 
Bates. 

L. F. F.—The North Atlantic Fleet will probably have tar- 
get practice off Pensacola, Fla. 


J. W. D. asks: Whether or not an enlisted man of the 
Marine Corps can purchase a discharge, and if so what is 
the cost after one year of service? Answer: He cannot at 
present. He may be granted the privilege soon. 

RECRUITING SERGEANT asks: (1) What number of post 
commissary sergeants are appointed annually? (2) What is 
the number of eligibles at present for post commissary ser- 
geant awaiting appointment? (3) What average per cent. is 
a soldier required to make in order to become eligible for ap- 
pointment as post commissary sergeant? Answer: (1) De- 
pends on the number of vacancies that occur during the year, 
from all causes. (2) The War Department will not make public 
this information. (3) About sixty per cent., but this is also 
variable. 

Ex-MARINE writes: I served in the U.S. Marine Corps 
from Sept. 6, 1893, to May 23, 1899; re-enlisted in the 21st 
Regiment of Infantry June 9, 1899, and have served in that 
regiment ever since. During the Spanish-American War I 
served on board the U.S.S. cruiser Baltimore, and took part in 
the battle of Manila Bay and events leading to the surrender 
of Manila, P.I. Am I entitled to wear the service-in-war 
chevron as worn by the U.S. Marine Oorps? Answer: No, 
you are not entitled to wear such chevron while in the Army. 


CO. L, 16TH INF., asks: (1) Will the soldiers in Cuba at 
the present time, or those that are sent in the future, receive 
twenty per cent. and double time? (2) Will the twenty-five 
year bill be brought before Congress this session, and is there 
any chance of it being passed? (3) Will the time consumed 
in passing to and from the U.S. on Army transports count as 
double time on retirement? Answer: (1) Yes. (2) It will 
probably not be passed this session. (3) No. 

WIG WAG asks: Do soldiers who were retired during the 
period of the Spanish war receive in the item of pay proper 
twenty per cent. more than men of like rank who were re- 
tired before or after the Spanish-American War? Answer: 
No, they do not receive such pay because there is no law 
authorizing it. 

F. F. B. asks: Whether a civilian instructor at the U.S. 
Military Academy, West Point, N.Y., is entitled to commuta- 
tion of quarters while living off the reservation, there being 
no quarters vacant on the reservation? Answer: No one 1s 
entitled to commutation of quarters except commissioned offi- 
cers, 

P. R. asks: Is the widow of an enlisted man who dies in 
time of peace entitled to a pension? Answer: No, unless he 
dies of disability contracted in line of duty. 

A. E. asks: (1) Is an enlisted man entitled to wear a 
service stripe for each enlistment, whether he served during 
war or not? Answer: Yes. (2) If a man, after serving an 
enlistment in the Infantry, enlists in the Artillery, may he wear 
Infantry service stripes on Artillery dress uniform? Answer: 
Yes, he may. 

G. W.-K. writes: My present enlistment expires April 4, 
1907, and my intentions are to re-enlist for the recruiting 
service; to whom will I have to apply for authority? Answer: 
Write, through military channels, to the Military Secretary 
of the Army, Washington, D.C. 

A. S.—We can find no trace of the J. Helme you speak of, 
either in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps. 

A. F. G. asks: (1) Does the order recently signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt granting to enlisted men of the Navy the privi- 
lege of purchasing a discharge under conditions include and 
affect the U.S. Marine Oorps? Answer: No. (2) Does the 
above mentioned order apply to men who have re-enlisted? 
Answer: Yes, as well as to men who have only served one 
year. (8) Is there a way by which a marine can purchase a 
discharge before the expiration of his term of enlistment? 
Answer: No, not now, but it is likely there will be an order 
on this subject soon. 

G. L. K. asks: If a soldier re-enlisted at. Nagasaki, Japan, 
in March, 1904, and is discharged in March, 1907,in Ouba, will 


he receive land transportation from Newport News, Va., to 
San Francisco, Cal., or to the place of his previous re-en- 
listment, which was New York city, in 1901? Answer: Of- 
ficial route is via Tampa, Fla., and San Francisco, Cal. He 
is entitled to four cents per mile for the distance between these 
points unless the Government should choose to land the sol- 
dier at some other point in the United States (than Tampa), 
in which case distance would be figured from such point to 
San Francisco. 

INQUIRER asks: If claims for longevity pay are still being 
paid, my claim covers the twenty per cent. allowed by ruling 
of the courts on the full pay for war service in the Philip- 
pines. Answer: These claims are being paid by the Auditor’s 
Office as rapidly as possible. By six months all of them will 
probably be settled. 

D. G. M. writes: As all service, Navy, Army and Marine 
Corps, is now counted as one in computing service, does not 
service in the Navy, Jan. 12, 1905, the date mentioned by 
the War Department, entitle applicant to campaign badge, ‘be- 
ing otherwise qualified by reason of service in Luzon and 
Panay, 1899-1901 (U.S.V.I.)? If it is to be issued as cloth- 
ing allowance by Q.M. Dept., has there been no provision made 
to allow them to be purchased? Answer: No; these badges 
are issued by the Army to men in the Army. 


W. F. D. asks: Whether a retired enlisted man of the 
Army or Marine Corps is entitled to buy or wear the uniform 
of the U.S. Army or Marine Corps? Answer: Yes. 

W. T. D. asks: Whether double time counts while sailing to 
and from the Philippine Islands or Cuba, previous to a cir- 
cular from the War Department dated 1903, for retirement? 
Answer: It counted previous to the circular which, how- 
ever, changed the Regulation so that time is so counted from 
date of arrival on foreign soil to date of departure therefrom. 

OLD CAVALRY NON-COM. asks: The cause for the Sioux 
uprising in South Dakota in 1890-91; who were the principal 
chiefs in this campaign; which U.S. regiments participated, 
and who were in charge! (2) When did the 6th U.S. Cavalry 
go to the Philippines first? Answer: (1) The cause of the 
Sioux uprising you refer to was civil mismanagement, and 
also a failure to supply the food due the Indians en their 
reservation. They were driven by starvation to rebellion. 
The principal chiefs in the uprising were: Sitting Bull, Red 
Cloud, Short Bull, Two Strike, Kicking Bear, and Big Foot. 
The operations were in charge of Gen. Nelson A. Miles, and 
other generals assisting him included Generals Ruger, Brooke, 
and Forsyth. The troops in the field included the 2d Infantry, 
7th and 9th Cavalry, Battery E, 1st Art., and some Indian 
Scouts. (2) The 6th Cavalry first left for the Philippines by 
battalion as follows: 1st Battalion, July 3, 1900; 2d Battalion, 
March 25, 1901, and 3d Battalion, July 3, 1900. 

Unavoidable circumstances hare delayed our answers to some 
of these questions.

Our representative in Mexico, Mr. L. M. Rodriguez, 
sends us the following notes which will be of interest to 
some of our advertisers : 

The army in Mexico has lately attained a high degree of 
discipline and efficiency, due to the proper reorganization given 
to it during the administration of President Diaz. Further- 
more, the Department of War and Navy, under the able direc- 
tion of the actual secretary, has recently introduced many 
notable improvements in the service. In 1906 the personnel 
of the regular army was as follows: Generals, 62; commission- 
ed officers, 944; non-commissioned officers, 2,471; soldiers, 
27,247; total, 30,724. The navy consists of several gunboats, 
light-house, despatch and training ships. 

I am sending you a photograph of our National Artillery 
Museum. which is situated in the National Foundry of Arms. 
Also a photograph of the West Point of Mexico, or, in other 
words, the modern military school of Mexico. The photograph 
showing the body of infantry was taken in the interior of the 
barracks, which gives an exact idea of the dress of the soldiers 
of our army. If it is not one of the best armies in the 
world, it has a great reputation, according to the distinguished 
foreign military experts, as one of the most patient, long- 
suffering and temperate armies in the world. It is sufficient 
to study this photograph to form a complete and exact idea 
of our infantry corps, since the uniforms of all of the Mexican 
infantry are the same. . 

The Mexican government has been introducing considerable 
improvements in the army and navy, as can be seen by the 
new clothing and military equipments recently purchased, 
and I am positive that if American manufacturers of this line 
of goods were to present their catalogues to the Mexican War 
Department some orders would result. 

The actual administration of the greatest ruler Mexico has 
ever had, President Diaz, and the wisdom of the Secretary of 
War, in conducting the affairs of his department, are facts 
which are bringing modern improvements into the military fieid. 

While Mexico enjoys the reputation of having a West Point 
military school, where the youthful element receive their train- 
ing, there is no doubt that private American military schools 
are losing a good ground to get business, in the shape of 
students. I would suggest that their catalogues should be sent 
to this country. 

I would like to call the attention of manufacturers to the 
fact that there is in Mexico an excellent and wide field for 
military uniforms, as native tailors have not introduced any 
improvements along this line whatever.

The 
admissions represent a ratio of 590.9 per 
1,000 of strength, and the deaths 5.61 per 
1,000, on a strength of 248,827, which in- 
cludes detached men not shown in the ordi- 
nary returns. During the year 66,703 re- 
cruits were inspected. Of these 23,681, or 
355.02 per 1,000, were rejected as unfit, 
and 43,022, or 644.98 per 1,000, passed fit 
for the service; 1,207 of the latter were, 
however, subsequently discharged as unfit 
for service within three months of enlist- 
ment, thus making the total number of 
rejections equal to 24,888, or a ratio of 
373.12 per 1,000. 

In an article on military ballooning, 
which appears in the Militar Wochenblatt, 
the author says it is easy to observe the 
course by day, but that at night there are 
great difficulties, and especially in the case 
of steering balloons, in which it may be 
desirable to leave the ground in the night, 
the difficulties become much greater. The 
desirable thing, says the writer, is that 
special maps should be prepared, showing 
the position of places well lighted so that 
towns and villages might be recognized. 
Large railway stations, groups of furnaces, 
industrial works which are kept lighted 
through the night, important roads lighted 
by electricity, and other distinguishing fea- 
tures visible at night should be specially 
marked on the official staff maps. 

THE STAR SPANGLED BANNER. 

Imma Thursby, the noted singer, in her 
reminiscences appearing in the Sunday 
Magazine of the New York Tribune, says: 

“Tt was always Mr. Gilmore’s custom to 
put ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ at the 
close of the program in the days that I 
sang with him, when his popularity was 
at its height. The custom grew with me, 
and, at a ship concert one Fourth of July. 
while crossing to Englanl, I sang it as a 
matter of course. On the same occasion 
Mr. Booth gave a monolog, and Ole Bull 
played the violin. 

“Sir Edward Thornton, the British Min- 
ister at Washington, was in our audience 
that day. At the close of ‘The Star 
Spangled Banner’ he sprang to his feet, 
his face beaming with enthusiasm, and 
exclaimed, ‘I didn’t know you had such a 
thing!’ 

“Prince George of Hohenzollern, a 
nephew of the old Emperor, was another 
enthusiast for our national anthem. He 
was a very cultivated man, had written 
a number of plays, and was a great lover 
of music. In his early life he had been 
a strong admirer of Mme. Pasta, the noted 
singer. Her accompanist had been Maurice 
Strakosch, who was also my manager and 
accompanist; and so an introduction was 
brought about. 

“Prince George would sit by the hour to 
listen to me practice; but nothing that I 





sang seemed to stir a deeper chord in him 
than that same ‘Star Spangled Banner’ ; 
once, when I sang it in a concert in Baden, 
with three generations of Emperors in the 
audience, he- hurried up to me and said, 
‘You must sing it again!’ 

“At the time the Americans present 
thought it bad taste that I should sing our 
national anthem to the ruler of another 
people, little knowing that the Emperor had 
heard of it in advance from his nephew, 
and expressed a strong wish to have it 
included in the program. The old Emperor 
William, the Crown Prince, later Emperor 
Frederick, and the present Emperor Wil- 
liam were there. The dear old Emperor, 
so genial and charmingly courtly, was wild 
over ‘The Star Spangled Banner.’ 

“The three royalties sat in front of the 
rest of the audience, and I could see the 
excited glow on his face as I sang it. Just 
how deeply it stirred him I did not know 
until years afterward. When Mrs. Corbin, 
wife of the General, then Miss Patten, was 
received by him in audience, he said to her, 
‘I always thought that we had the most 
beautiful national air in the world, until TI 
heard your Miss Thursby sing “The Star 
Spangled Banner” ’,”
